to their defigns , and hate it. It difparages, it difcountenances 
the whole Scene of things feen, fpeaking of them, as of things 
that are not. What can they think of this, that feeno other? It 
judges, condemns the World, the God, the Spirit, the Religi- 
on of this World, It fpares not the very goodlinefs of fefh, 
the wifdom , the glory, the righteoufnefs of Man; It’ declares 
all to be vanity that man puts value on’: yea man himflelf, 
and that at his beft eftate, altogether vanity ; a goodly, flou- 
rifhing, but a corruptible, vanifhing thing. The day Adam fin- 
ned, he died: Loft the life, glory, wifdom, and righteoufnefs he 
was created in, ahd fo his communion with God in fuch fhadowie 
manifettations. and refemblances of divine glory, as. were fuited te 
the difcerning, and made up the happinefs of that condition. ’Tis 
fad tydings to all, thofe whofe Life is. but of the firft-creation- 
{trein, lies in things feen, to hear that all they have, are, or aime 
at, is lefs than nothing and vanity, Jfa..40. 17. Who can bear it? 
Yet the defign is honeft and full of kindnefs.., Tis to rid our hearts 
of things feen. which are, temporal, and make room in them for 
things‘not feen, eternal, 2 Cor. 4. 18. 

While the Believers Life « hid with Chrift in God, and he {peaks 
at this rate of all the vifible -glory and: righteoufnefsof man, and 
much. More yet, againft the thameful, apoftate- and unrighteous 
{late of Man, What entertainmentis-he hke to-find ? 

There are two forts of Princes: in this World, thatare on horfe- 
back by turns; he is-againft them both, and goes on foot, tilthis 
great malter come upon, his white Horfe, with his.heavenly Armies 
on the like, Rev. 19.11, 14. | | 
/- There are inward and ‘outward Princes of this-World-; Prince 
over themfelves, and Princes over others... The former have their 
sational Powers reftored into Dominion over their fenfual, where- 
by they become workers of righteoufnels, im the renewed Spirit of 
aman. Such, Prinees, (reigning as Kings,, 1 Car..4% 8.) Were 
fome of the Priefts, Scribes, Pharifees, and profefling Fewes, who 
yet knew not, and therefore crucified the Lord-of glory, «Cor, 2.8. 
becaufe both in hisexample and. dogtrine, he gave forth the proper 
enaracter and difcovery of a more excellent Way. 

_/ Yne hatter fort of this Worlds Princes, are fuch as-do fit upon Vi+ 
nDle Thrones.of Judicature, furnifhed with Crowns, Sceptersand 
6/her pompous Badges. of Soveraignty and Dominion over others,

the bafeftof men. Nebuchadnezzar himfelf, the golden head of the 
four worldly Monarchies ( Dan. 2. 38.) was fo, and accord. 
ingly hahdled ; followednot the light of his reafon, and there- 
fore Was turned to graze among the very bealts of the field, 
Dan... 32. 

The true fpiritual watchman of God, is to warn both thefe forts 
of Princes, and all others, the righteous andthe wicked ; the one 
‘thathe turn not from his righteoufnefs, or rather that he feek the 
righteoufnefs of God in the true reseneration, which cannot be 
turned from: The other, that he turn from his wickednef{s and 
work fighteoufnefs, Ezek, 18. and Chap. 33. Will men bear this 2 
Can he thatis a man of 4 marred vifage ( one in whom the glory, 
wifdom and righteoufnefs of man, is daily pafling away, fpoil’d 
and triumphed over by the crofs and fpirit of Chrift ) give this 
twofold witnefs againft thefe two forts of Princes and their Nations 
(called Revel, 13. two Beats) in all their flourith and ornament of 
things feen, and will they not {tone him ? will they not be ready 
to tear himin pieces ? Divine Life,together with the Wifdom and 
Words of it, feems fuch foolifhne(s,and is fo diftaftful to man, that 
Jet the perfon of the true fpiritual watchman be cloathed (as Dz- 
vid ) with the outward Pompe of Thrones and vifible Scepters, this 
fhall not fecure himfrom the ill word of the Judges, or from ap- 
pearing {o contemptible, as to become: the fong of drunkards ; 
P fal: Ge 2s 

‘Tis the divine Life men chiefly hate and ftrike at, all along 
from Caiz downwards, but can hit onely the humane, the Woman 
that brings itforth ; The natural man of the Saint is perfecuted 
into adefolate, wildernefs condition; buthis fpiritual part, the 
Man-child is caught up to God, and fecured from the perfecuting 
Dragon, Kev, 12. 5, 6. He that is begotten. of God, keepeth him- 
felf, and that wicked one toucheth’ him not, 1 John 5.18. That 
which the Believer hath in common with his Perfecutors, ( fle(h and 
blood, that cannot-enter into the Kingdom of God) is all that Divels 
ot Mencan touch, And this, ne fariher; nor till fuch time as Gad 
permits, which neveris, till he hath ferved his Generation, done 
his Work, and it be great gain to him to be ftripped of his mantle, 
that he may come fully to experience (what he hath been Jong obs 
{curely guefling at, amongit his fellow mortals) AZortality {wallov 
edup of Life, 2 Cory 5«4. 

Spiritual or divine Life and the things of it, the wifdom, righte- 
oulnefs,clory,and all concerns thereof, have more of eflence and 7 
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cof iit eligibility t inthem,than any firft creation Life ot things. They

are therefore in remmicl ee more intelligible, though lefs, yea, nor 
at all underitood by man,. 3 Cor.2,. TA, What’ s the mattem? where 
fies the fault? Inman’s under! taney The objects are too dazling 
and bright for it; over-mafter, over- fetit.

Shall not the Fudge of al the earth do i ? Camhe do wrong ? God ts not 
aman that he (vould lie, He giveth not account of any of hts matters, (Job 
33.13.) neither % there need ; for he will not do wickedly, or pervert 
Fudgement ; he will not lay upon man more then right, that he (hould enter 
into Fudgement with God, Job. 34. 12. and 23. 

But the perfon here character’d, as he affected not to be myftical in 
his perfon, fo, nor obfcurein his language. *Tis the flefhly veil on 
mens tinderftandings, as to his matter, that makes them carpat his 
expreflion,and cry,ob/cure,obfacre ; doth he not {peak parables ? Ezek, 
20,49. Themyftical reach and fignificancy of Scripture, as exhibit- 
ing the peculiar form of new-creature Lifé, (under the letter or moft 
fignificant figures thereof, that are to be found in the firft-creation ) 
by a found of words, lies fo remote from the veil’d underftandings of 
men, that they make nothing on’t. They are willing to be blinded 
and deceived as to Gods Truth, that they may more fecurely pleafe 
themtelves imtheir own lie ( 2 Thef.2.10,12.) and the old Serpent, 
the God of this World, is as ready and willing to beguile and-blind 
them, that the light of the glorious Gofpel of Chrift whois the Image 
of God, may not fhine unto them, 2 Cor. 4. 4, 

In this difcouraging pofture of the prefent World, did this belie- 
ving Pilgrim wade through it, waiting on the Lord, and feeking out 
fuch acceptable words for the explicatiug of Divine Oracles, as were 


moft exactly calculated and accommodated to the under{tandings of - 
‘men, fo as to unlock, infinuate into, and gain them by a holy guile,in-- 


to the entertainment thereof, upon convincing demonftration of their 
erand concern therein. He did moftinduftrioufly fet himfeli to bring 
forth the moft inward thoughts of his heart, in charaGters to be 
feen and read of all, as to the Life hid with Chriftin God, experien- 
ced in his perfon,and held forth in the Scriptures of Truth, This was 
his eflayin his | Retired man’s Meditations | ever. to prefent to our 


view this myftical life, in the moft mmvelligible form, language, or 


certain found of words, he covid any wayes hit wpon, which yet how. 


fubje&-chey have left him to mifconftrudtions through the ignorance 
and prefump'ion of his confident undertakers, is fad to fee, tn their 
moft sroundiels calumnies. of his Perfon, and grofs miltakes of his 


Doctrine and Principles. 


To obviate fuch caurfelefs mifprifions of him, I {hall briefly prefent, 


you with fome chief Remarques of ‘his Life. 

He was born a Gentleman, My next word is fo much too big for 
that, that it may hardly feem decorous to ftand fo nearit, He wasa 
chofen Veffel of Chrift, feperated (28 Paul) from his mothers womb, 

om "though 
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though not actually called, till 14. or ry. Years ftanding in the 
world, Ctiwaslongerere Panl was called ) during which time, fuch | 
was the complexion and conftitution of his Spirit, through ignorance 
of God and his wayes, as rendred him acceptable company to thofe 
they call good fellows, (yet at his wortt, reftrained from that lewd- 
nefs, intemperance fometimes leads into, which he hath bzen oft 
heard to thank God for ) and fo long he found tollerable Quarter.a- 
moneft men, Then God did by fome fignal impreffions and awaken- 
ing difpenfations, ftartle him into a view of the danger of his condi- 
tion. On this, he and his former/jolly Company came prefently to a 
parting blow. Yea this change and new fteering of his courfe, con- 
tracted enmity to him imhis fathers houfe, (AZat. 10.36, 37.) 

Iwas alfo fuggefted by the Bilhops to the then King, concerning 
him, That the heir of a confiderable family about his Majefty, 
Was crown into diflike of the Difcipline and Ceremonies of the 
Church of Ezgland, and that his Majelty might do well to take fome 
courfeabouthim. On this, the then Bithop of Loxdex took him to 
task, who feemed to handle him gently in the Conference, but con- 
cluded harfhly enough againft him in the Clofe, 

In fine, feeine himfelf on all hands in an evil cafe, he refolved for 
New-England. \norderto this, ftriking in with fome Nou-conformfts 
which intended that way, his honourable Birth, long Hair, and other 
Circumftances of his Perfon, rendred his fellow-travellers jealous of 
him; asa Spye to betray their Liberty,rather than any way like to ad- 
vantage their defign. But he that they thought at firft fight to have 
too litle of Chrift for their company, did {oon after appear to have 
two much for them. For he had not been long in New-England, but 
he ripened into more knowledge and experience of Chrift, than the 
Churches there could bear the Teftimony of: Even New-England 
could not bear all his words, though there wete no Kings Court or 
Kings Chappel, Amos 7. 20,13. - Then he returns for Old-England, 
Snortly after, the leading and preparatory paflages to the Long Par- 
lament and the late great publick changes,drew on, From the begins 
ning of that Parliament, he became fuch a drudge for. his Countrey, 
fo Willing on all accounts, both in Perion and Eftate, to fpend and be 
{pent (in his chargable circumftances and unwearied endeavours for 
the publick Good, and juft Liberties of men as men, as alfo for the 
advance of the Kingdom of Chrift in thefe Nations) as1 knownot any 
former age or {tory can parallel. | 

His Principles, Light, and Wifdom were fuch, that he found the 


bare mention of his urmoft aimes amongft his fellow labourers, would 


(in 
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Cin all probabillity ) fo expofe him to cenfure from all parties and 
fizes of underftanding,as would difable him for doing any thing at all. 
He was therefore for {mall matters rather than nothing, wenthand 
in hand with them, ftep by ftep, their own pace, as the light of the 
times would permit. He was for quitting {till the more grofs difor- 
ders in Church and State, ( corruptions in Courts of Judicature, Po- 
pifh and Superftitious formes in Religion, ‘and wayes of Worthip ) 
for what he found more refined and tollerable. But he ever refuled 
to fix his foot, or take up his reftin any Form, Company, or Way, 
where he found the main bulke of Profeffors avowedly owning, but 
fuch inward Principles of Life and Holinefs, as to him evidently lay 
fhort of the glory, righteoufnefs, and life hid with Chrift in God. He 
was ftill for prefling towards the mark, Phil. 3.14. He was more for 
Things than Perfons, Spirit than Forms. | 


This carriage of his, all along in New-England and in Old, expofed 
him asa mark for the arrow, from almoft all forts of People, rendring 
him a man of contention with the whole earth ; Yet was he all along 
a true Son of Peace; a moftinduftrious and bleffed Peace-maker, to 
the utmoft of his power, for the reconciling all forts of Confcientious 
men, (whatever variety of Perfwafion or Form he found them in ) 
to one another, and to Chrift. 


He never affe&ted any military employment. He was ina litteral 
fenfe, free from the blood ’of all men, as well as ina fpiritual, by, his 
faichful performance of the duty of a Watchman,not fhunning to de- 
clareunto all men the whole counfel of God, &zek, 18, and 33, and 
Ads 20. 27. They that call him a man of contention, what would 
they have faid of Daerd ?, He (though a man after God’s own heart) 
had fo abundantly fhed bloodin his great warrs, that it was objected 
as areafon again{t him, why he fhould not have the honour of build- 
ing a houfe unto the Name of the Lord.his God, 1 Chrov. 22. 7, ec. 
Yea, he left order with his fon Solomon on his death-bed, to take fuch 
courfe with Foab and Shrmer, that their hoary heads might be brou oht 
down to the grave with blood, 1.Kizgs)2, 


He was no humourfom conceitéd-maintainer of any.perverfeor irs 
rational opinions, but a moft quiet calme, compofed fpeaker forth of 
the words of Truth and fobernefs, at all feafons, upon all occafions, 
andin.all companies, He was full of condefcention and forbearance, 
hating nothing more in his very natural temper, than brangling and 
contention. He would keep filence éven from good, (though his for- 
row Was ftirred by it, and the fire burned within, while he was mu-

fing, Pfal. 39.2, 3+ ) in.cafe that either wicked, or but fhort-fighted 
good men were before him, that -he perceived could not bear more 
{piritual, and fublimated Tiuths, fobs 16.12, He became all things to 
all men, that be might by all meanes fave fome, 1 Cor, 9. 22. His heart 
was of a right Scripture Latitude, {tood fair and open fer ahy good, but 
noevil. All forts of confcientrous inquirers after Truth, found a 
friendly reception with him; yea, he was in a-conftant readinefs to 
perform: any warrahtable civilities to all men. Any thing thatwas 
cood he owned, and cherifhed in the hhoneft moral Heathen, legal 
Chriftian, or fpiritual Believer ; and fo, fought opportunity by honelt 
infinuations to catch them with guile,. and. lead them forward into. 
‘more excellent Truths, 2 Cor. 12,16. : 


But more particularly yet, to undertake that general Reproack 
thatwas caft upon him, to wit, That he was a man of Contention from. 
bis.Yonth up, where ever he came or had todo, in New-England, or ia 
‘Old. : 

He was a true Believer, that’s enough, if ye knew alf, to fet all the 
World againfthim. He was not of the world, and therefore hared by 
it, Fobn 15.18, 19. He was pattaker of God’s holinefs, (Hed. 32. 
r0-) had eternal Life abidingin him ; ftood pofleffed of the Wifdom 
and Words of that Life which the holy Ghoft teacheth ( 1 Cor.2:133.7 
and he couldnot but fpeak forth the things he had heard and feen. 
Then there’s‘no dealing for him, Rev. 13.17. Divine Truth feems 
moft frightful and contrary of ‘all other, tomen; puts’all men to a 
gazes renders the witnefs-bearer thereof, like feremiah, a man of coz 
tention with the whole earth. He needs no other occafion of controver- 
fie; the meer and fingle declaration of this truth will do it. Here’s 
the ground of the quarre! with him; for this, every one will curfe 
him, fer. 15. 40. 

This ‘was “Paul’s eafe, even amongh the profefling Chutches oF 
Chrift, converted by lis Miniftry, that were yet but in their own 
Leoal' fhort-fighted-{piric, ‘they were ready to have pluck’d our 
, and have given-them to him, “while gratified by -him in 
branch of his Miniftry, for renewal of the Law, or the ruling 
activity of theiroiwnradonal powers, inthem ; But Jet himfpeak a 
word of the divine Life, (broadly and plainly, 1n its diftin@tion from 
their prefent attainment). that is. to be propagated in. them by, ano- 
ther birth, he is-prefenily looked upon as an enemy, 

There are fwo births, or;formations of “Chiuft in the fouls of 
men. Thofe thar ftay-with wnwile. Ephraim inthe firlt, (which 
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38 but that flate or place j-whence the true Heavenly Seed -and 
Children of God, do break forth, Hof. 13. 13;) refufing to be born 
of God, (John 1.13.) Of the will of God, (Fares 1.18.) By the new 
fecond, and more excellent Birth , will in fine appear in their co- 
lours, falfe brethren, that will hate and flander their-own Mothers 
Son, Pfal. 50. 20. In orderto this fecond birth, under the metaphor 
of a Mother, Pau faith, He travelled with the Galatians again, till 
Chriff, in his fecond, more excellent.appearance and communicable 
life, be formed in them, Gal. 4. 19, 


Veritas odinm parit, ( Truth brings hatred ) is a Proverb that - 


holds too true,.in all fizes and kindes of Truth, Leta man take upon 
him the boldnefs to exercife but his Moral-Philofophy-Principles, in 
giving check to the epen Enormities of his time , drunkennefs, 
beaftlinefs, fwearing, and the like, he makes himfelfa prey. He re- 
proves afcorner, and gets himfelf a blot, Prov.9.7. This is his portion 
fromthe lewd multitude, that will but attempt fo much as with the 
Pharifees, to wath the outfide of the difh and of the cup; to circum- 
eife and lop off the wild excre{cencies, and exuberant fuperfiuities of 
naugntinels. Sir Thomas Moore, Overbury, and many others, for 
their faithful counfel on fuch accounts, have been cut off. 

If Socrates a heathen Philofopher, through the fublimity of his fpe- 
culation, cannot own the Magiltrates Religion, but give his Teftimo- 
ny againft Polythe:fme ora plurality of Gods, he muft die for it with- 
out remedy. If Sexeca and other Stoicks declare againft the corrupt 
manners and bruitith practifes of the generation amongtt whom their 
Loviscaft, they are not like tofcape much better. 

Phe main bulk of mankind is fo plunged and lodged in wickednefs, 
or the wicked one, the Devil, x Febn 5. 19. and Chap. 3.12. that 
they’Lnot endure a word againtt downright ‘Bruicifm. But for the 
true Believer that comes forth- in and with the Spirit, Teftimony,and 
everlalting Gofpel of Chrift, he mult expe@ to become hatred , even 
in the houfe of his God, (Hof. 9. 8.) As it fared. with Paul, in the 
Church of Galatia, Gal. 4, 16, Yea, Paul himfelf, when an eminent 
practitioner in the righteoufnefs of the Law, or of Man, was the hot- 
teft and maddeft perfecutor the {piritual believer had, and verily 


thought that he ought to do whathe did therein, (4és26.9.11,) 


as Chiift had foretold in like cafe, ( fohn r6.2.) They [tall put you 
out of the Synagogues, yea, andwhofoever killeth you, will think, he doth 
God fervice. Your ,brethren that hated you, thac calt you out for my 
Names fake, faid, Ler the Lord be glorified, (wedonbt not but we 
glorify God herein, by punifbing and excommunicating fuch Here- 
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‘ticks and Blafphemers.) but God himtelf takes up the Controverfie: 


very fhort, telling his out-cafts; he will appear to their joy, and their 
enemies fhall be afhamed, that caft them out, J/a. 66.5, Paul faw 
this bitter ignorant zeal in the, profefling Churches at Ferufalem, 
which he had had experience’ of both wayes ; in himfelf towards other 
Saints, and in other Pharafaical.fiicklers, lately towards him.

ble broken-hearted Saints, from the hornes of fuch Unicorns, faves 
them from the Lyons mouth, (Pfa/, 22.21.) that is,from the pow- 
ers of the darknefs of this World, ( Devils, or Men by them influ- 
enced ) till they be enabled to triumph over deathjand conquer them

Satan is Called, The God of this world, the great red Dragon, (ofa 
bloody, murtherouscolour’) the root, father, and {pring of all corrupted: 
worldly Magiftracy, and arbitrary domination. Pharaohis called, a Dra- 
gon, ( Exek. 29.3.) Anditis written, As a roaring Lyon and aran- 
ging Bear, fo w awicked Ryler over the poor people, Prov. 28. By. Her 
Princes are like Wolves, ravening the prey, to [hea blood, defiroy fouls, and.

then is foberer than you; the legal Chriftian is foberer thanhe ; the: 


fpiritual man is the fobereft of all, and heis reckoned the moft difor- 
dered. He fpeakes forth the words of greatelt truth and fobernefs. 
The cafe then is this; when the World isin a mad, bruuith, dif- 


ordered hurly burly,they that attempt to bring righteoufnefs a-floate,, 
are accufed of turningitup fide down. Setting all to rights, is rec-. 


koned the greateft Confufion. The Rights of the Kingdom, are rec- 


koned the Wrongs of the King; and many, with whom-the true native: 
Rights of an earthly Kingdom will down, are ready to ftartle at and: . 


refilt therights of Chrifts Kingdom, imthe Spirits. and Confciences 
of men. Even they will be ready to fay of the Affertors of fuch Rights, 


that they are uo longer fit toliveinthe World ; that’s man’s judgement.. 
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Lhe World ts no longer worthy of thems ; that’s God’s, Heb. 11. 38. °Tis 
plain, God and men are of exceeding contrary Judgements concern- 
ing the true believer.

Fir/t, He feduces your Underftanding into this moft falfe perfwaft- 
fron, That he is the higheft rational Being, to whom doth of right 
belong the Legiflative Authority and Supream Magiftratical Domi- 
nion over the whole earth, as God of this World , under whofe in- 
fluence and dictates, all earthly Thrones and Benches of Judi- 
cature , ought to proceed in judgement. Under this pretended 
and aflumed Title of the higheft rational Being, he expects to be 
owned and {ubmitted to,as requiring no allegiance or obedience from 
his Subjects, upon any other tearms,’ than as he approves himfelf to 
their Coniciences, to mannage his Government exa@tly according to 
the Principles of humane Nature and Rules of right Reafon,

‘Chrift thus. Yea, he attempted to feduce Chrift himfelf to his party, 
to own him for God, fall down.and worfhip him. Chrift refutes a He 
therefore ftzers another courfe; fers the Jewes. upon it, to call-him 
| Blafphemer, and fay, he bath a Devil. This is one ltep towards the ac- 
complithing of his defign ; when he hath once engaged men to fay of 
Chrift and his followers, that they are Bla/pemers and Devils + he that 
thus makes.them liars will make them Martherers too ;they will foon 
cry, Crucifie them, Crucifie thems, right or Wiong ; Away with them from 
the earth,st 1s not fit that they (hould ive. Chrift hath told us thefe things 
efore hand, (Job.t5. and Chap. 16, x, and 4.) that we fhould not 
be offended or furprifed, when they really comeupon us. If they have 
done thefe things to the green tree, what will they do tothe dry? Luke 23 
34. The Servant ts not greater than bis Lord, Joh. 15.20, If the 
Mafter be caked Beelzebub, how much more [ball they call thens of hes 
houfhold?

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capable to be found -in,-or does actually live and come forth in the

That Nature, that gives the diftinguifhtng Form or Character to a- 
ny Creature, andis the immediate {pring of all its operations, is the 
proper Principle ofits Lite ; be it divine, angelical, humane or fen- 
fual Nature. The Faculties or Principles of operation, fcituated, 
founded and rooted in each Nature,to wit,the difcerning and defiring 
powers, called (in Men and Angels) Underttanding and Will, dore- 
ceive their refpecétive denominations from the Nature they are feated 
in and belong unto, and fo are tearmed divine, angelical, humane or 
fenfual Principles of operation. 

Forinftance, The Underftanding and Will of participated divine 
Nature, in the true heirs of God, are divine, {piritual, heavenly and 
high. 

The Underftanding and Will of meer humane Nature, at beft, are 
but natural. flefhly, earthly, and comparatively, low; holy fleth is 
but flefh, Jer. 11. 15. Renewed, refined, adorned Nature, is but 
Nature ; a goodly, beautiful, but a perithable thing,as the flower of the 
field, Va. 40.6. As the man w, [ow hes firength,fo are is works. The 
righteous works brought forth but in the ruling-activity of renewed 
humane nature, entring into competition with the righteous works, 
duties and ordinances, obferved and performed in the Life and ru- 
ling activicy of participated divine Nature, become more loathfom to 
God than all the debauchery and fhame of polluted Nature, that is 
but the refult of Adams firtt tranfereflion, and not of the'reiterated 
and more fatal Apoftacy in our own perfons, after a revival from our 
native death in trefpafles and fins. | 

Thofe that bring the righteoufnefs of man (or the-righteous 
works, performed in the fingle power of renewed humane nature) 
into a felf-exalting preference to. the righteoufnels of God (or thé 
righteous works and duties performedin the ruling power of partici- 
pated divine Nature, taking the humane into a fubordinate co-opera- 
tivenefs therewith ) may find what entertainment they are like to 
meetwith from Chrift,in the cafe of the fooli{h Virgins,and of thofe 
thar caft out Devils, orepreach down the corruption that the devil 
btoughtinto our Nature, Afat,25, 12, and Mat.7.22,23, Depart 
frome, I know you not, ye are workers of iniquity, That’s the anfwer 
to both, plead while they will, or fay what they can, 

Cafting out Devils, preaching the corruption of Nature down, the 
righteoufnels of it up, fo as to render men wile, ftrong and honorable 
in Chrilt, (1 Cor.4.10.) Is this offenfive ? No; But the telling them,

Many that pretend to 

be great mafter-workmmen in Divinity, warrant this for the night build- 

ing on the rock, that willftand it cout im all Rorines ; the true fpiri- 

tual building, (a Pet.2.5.) intowhich they need never fear Sarans 

return, (a3 Mar, 12. 44.) or any freth Invafions and Revolutions of 

their old fins into the exercife*of dominion over them again, They 

canfe their hearers and followers to hope that they will confirm this 

word, Fze.13.6.Burt the walls‘of this building are faulty as wel as the 

foundation. They daubeup all with the untempered mortar of refin’d 
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humane Nature; nothing of the divine Nature, wifdotm and righte- 
oufnefs of God, will be admitted into their building. Building there- 
fordand builders will all tumble together, when the ftoim comes;and 
then alfo will the fandy foundation thereof be difcovered,. ver/. 13,

A great noife they may make, a great repute they may have, as the 
onely campleat interpreters of the Oracles of God, yet all pee 
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but to an indiftin®, uncertain found, Noman ean tell thereby how 
to prepare himfelf tothe battel,('1 (or.14'7,8, and Exek, 33.) what 
Weapons or What armour to/provide. They give no right character of 
thofe fpiritual weapons, mighty through God, for the pulling down 
of ftrong holds in our {elves and others, (2Cor. 10,4.) orof that 
whole armour of God ( Ephef. 6. 11.) wherein alone the true belje- 
veris able towreftle itout, not onely again Heth and blood, but a= 
‘gaintt Principalities, Powers, Rulers of the darknefs of this world, 
and {piritual wickednefs in high places, ver/. x2. 

The onely new-creature fpirit in man, that is creater than he that 
is inthe world. ( 1 Fohz 4.4.) is fet at naught by thofe that warrant 
the firlt building fecure; is contradicted, blafphemed, called the de- 
vil, The wifdom of God is by them tearmed the wifdom of the Ser. 
pent. Did not matters go thus between Chrift and the Matter-build- 
ers in Religion amongft the Fews 2 They rejetk the chief coruer fone, 
(Pfal. 118. 22, Mat,21. 42.) and how is their hou(e like to land 2 
at may indeed be emptied of filth ; fwept, cleanfed, garnifhed. with 
excellent gifts andornaments, ( Mat. 12.44, 2 Pet.2, 20, 1 Cor. 
12, 31, Exek.16,9,13.) Yet in all this flourith, there may be 
a deep unfufpected ignorance, or inadvertency of the more excel- 
lent way, the way of love, or ftate of divine Life, wherein the ftones 
of their building,members of their Churches are capable to be brought 
forth, by being broken and formed up anew, into an unchangable har- 
mony and indiffoluble union of fpirit with the Lord, 1 Cor. 6. 17. 
Ifthis be gain-faid, the onely fpirit and fpiritual harnefs that accom- 
modates men for a fuccesful conteft with the devil and all the powe 
ers of darknefs,is wholly laid afide. How.then thall we fight the bat- 
tels of the Lord, when that very faith is decried as a diabolical fi@i- 
on, thatis the onely principle of -Life in men, whereby to undertake, 
rei, conquer, triumph over the devil, and {wallow up death it: felf 
into victory >» Let ustno longer be flattered by our crafty over-reach- 
ing adverfary, into @ fecurity’and {atisfaGion in fuch armour and 
weapons as he knowes he can {trip us of at pleafure,and re-enter. 

The renewed {piritof man, ( however accomplifhed and adorned 
with {piritual gifts ) the wifdom, the righteoufnefs of man, are not 
the {pirit, the weapons, the armour of God, nor can fecure any man 
from the moft fatal and irrecoverable apoftacy. Many {tars of the firft 
magnitude, as to all this glory and ornament, have.often been known 
to fail from this kind of Heaven, or Kingdom of man’s nighteoufnefs. 
Befides all the fad inftances in former ages for this, have not the late 
years of Englands deliverance, brought upon this ftage of ours, and 
C2 exhibited 
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exhibited to our view, multitudes of teachers and profeffors who have 
notably fhined forth in this glory, wifdom’and righteoufnefs through 
the knowledge of Chrift after the fleth, accompanied with excellent 
gifts, and yec through a {pirit- of enmity and contradiétion, (a root 
of bitcernefs {pringingup in them, Heb. '12. 15. again{t the more 
excellent way, the Life of Faith, the Crofs of Chrift, the true Cir. 
cumcifion, which worfhip God in the fpirir, Pail, 3- 3.) have moft 
evidently apoftatized from, and loft even that they had, yea and have 
been the meanes of betraying’the whole Nation afrefh,and rolling all 


. bick again intomore infufferable bondage than ever? We may fay 


and hear this. with weeping. And moreover do we not yet daily expe- 
nience an inftability in {uch principles, ornaments, Weapons, armour ? 
Are not multitudes of profeflors-at this pafs (till, yea and nay,offand 
on with God, and fo with fin and fatan to? And willit alwayes be fo 
well ¢ Wall thefe wavering Principles, this unftable kind of life and 
righteoufnefs (if not quitted for a better) be ever able to fecure us 
from a final parting with God, and entire clofing with the devil, as 
one {pirit with him’? The unftable nature of man’s firft-creation, at 
beft, muft either.afcend into a fixed union with Chriftin fpirit, and 
fo contract an everlafting difability to any thing which is evil, (2 Cor. 
13.8.) or elfe it will defcend into a fixed union with the devil, and 
thereby contract an everlafting inabilicy to any thing that is good. 
The firtt created freedom of man’s will to.good aid evil, the liberty 
of the fons of men,, howeverrenewed again by Chrift; will be finally 
{wallowed up, eitherinto a diabolical freedom toevil onely,and not 
at all to good, ‘or into.a- divine freedom to good onely and nor-at all 
toevil, whichis the glorious liberty. of the fons of God, wherewith Chriff 
makes thofe thar receive him, free indeed, John 1: 12. and Chap 8. 36. 
Let us then putoffthe armour of man, even of the renéwed old 
Man, (as David did. Sauls’) andeput on the whole armonr of God, the 
hew man, which after God ts created in wifdem, @righteoufnels and true 
(oreverlafting) heline/s, Ephef. 4.24. Then the fpiritual Goliah will 
certainly fall before us. *Tis the divine new-creature-Life onely, 
with {piritual weapons, can over fer all his poiver of darknefs,and de- 
tect all the.crafty ftratagems and methods of delufion, ‘to the la pe- 
riod of his myftery of iniquity. 
Profeffors im the’ firft-building, flourithing in the wifdom, glory 
and righteoufnefs of the Law, or of the ruling activity of renewed hu-

able. 

This we are ftill to have ih our eye. Where ever two or more na- 
tures meet together in any creature, ‘tis ‘the true intereft and con- 
cern of that creature, to yield up the Scepter and Government over 
ail other nature, life and operation in ir, to that which is in it elf 
fuperiour to all the reft,and belt able with fafety to manage the whole 
perfon. Divine nature,that is the higheft Principle of Life and ope- 
ration’ communicable to man, will upon no lower tearms enter as an 
ingredient into his conftitution, than to*be king: ’ Twill be Cefaf or 
nothing. *Fis man’s intereft, priviledge, fecurity, it fhould be fo, 
‘Tt not in man that walketh, at his bett eltate,with ttability, certainty 
and continuance, to direét hus fleps, Jer. 10.23, Heis therefore (in a 
fort) urider the curfe of the: Law, even whilit he is working the righ- 
teoufnels of it, becaufe not in the continuing principle. For "tis faid, 


Curfed w every one that continueth not ix all things which are written in 


the.book, of the Law to dothem. Paul alledges this as a Warning-piece 
to thofe that were of the works of the Law,or that were wo1king righ- 
teouinets but in the fingle activity and ruling power of their own re- 
newed, enlightened, ‘cleanfed fpirit, and humane principles , Gul, 
241Q, | 

The queftion is, Whether God’s Spirit or our own be beft at work- 
ing righteoufnefs, {teering our courte, directing our fteps 2 whether 
Law or Grace, Old or New-creature Life,the Soveraignty of our own 
or God’sSpirit in us, be fitter to undertake the work, keep off Satan 
from re-entry, fin from returning into dominon > Paul warrants us 
hot fafe from the moft dangerous apoftacy, under the Law or rule 
power of our own renewed mind, but under grace onely, the Lawot 
the fpirit of Life, or ruling authority of participated divine Na- 
ture, ; 

Menare ready to fay here,as Pilate to the Jewes ina different cafe 
concerning Chrilt’s perfon; Whar, will ye cracifie oar King 2. Strike 
down the ruling authority of the Law, -or foveraignty of our own re- 
newed mind, for the directing of our fteps >? Yes; Tis belt for you 
to let this king, this {pirit be taken to task in you, bruifed, facrificed, 
crucified, triumphed over, and brought into an everlatting captivity 
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and moft defirable fubjzGion to a better king, a better fpirit, that 

can wilde the {cepter of righteoufnefs in you, with a more fteady hand 
againit all enemies. Men thould take heed indeed of yeilding up the

It was the refufal to furtender up the ruling power of their own re- 
newed {pitit, to be bruifed, crucified, and triumphed over by the fire- 
baptifm of the (pirit of Chriftupon it, that made the Princes of this 
world, the Priefts, Scribes, Pharifees, and other profetiing Jewes, 
(1 Cor. 2,8,) that were reigning as Kings,as to the righteouf{nefs of 
the Law,(1 Cor.4.8. cry out fo eagerly and prevailingly toPi/ate,that 
Chrift himfelf might be crucified. He thatis nor'made willing by the 
fecond, divine, new creature-birth of Chriftin him, to have the firtt 
birth of a renewed humane life and Principle in him, thus handled,

Tis better to be fervants and fubjeéts under God’s fpisit, then Ru- 
fers in the foveraign authority and uncontrolled aGivity of our own. 
God’s fervice is that perfe& freedom wherewith the fon makes us 
free indeéd,our foveraignty leaves us liable to eternal bondage. °Tis 
better in this fenfe alfo to obey God rather than men, his fpirit in us, 
than our own; yea, to bring ourown, with all that before it was Ru- 
ler of, into pure and everlafting fubjection to God’s ; we thall other- 
wife be fure to find our felves at laft, umder the dominion of fin a- 
o2in, | 

Let as many natures as will, be in man, that nature or principle’of 
Life and operation in him, that rules,denominates the perfon. Iffen- 
fual nature‘in its operations, defires and delights, bear fay in a man, 
over the head of his own rational powers, (cauling them to truckle un- 
der it,and become ferviceable in their witty pleadings and devifings 
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to gratify and humour that, over which they thould be rulérs ) that 
man is a beaft. If rational powers bear {way.over fenfual, he is a 
man; Iff{piritual,a Saint. The participated divine nature is the one- 
ly {pring of the power of godlinefs in man, and Cure foundation ofe- & 
ternal Life ; The grace of God,that bringeth falvation,teaching eeQu- ah ie 
ally to dezy all ungodline[s, open and myftical to, Tir, 2. ie 
‘ How apt aremen to give up the fcepter and foveraignty over them- | 
felves,into the-hands of the bafeft principle of Life in them,fenfual = i 
and how apt is that to catch at the {cepter, as the bafeft of men have i 
been ufually catching at vifible Thrones and Soveraignty over others iy 
that are Princes inunderftanding, a hundred times more men than Hi 
themfelves? Such Princes are oft walking as fervants upon the earth, ut 
when fervants are upon horfes; Iris an evily an error which proceed. _. i 
eth from the Ruler, to fet folly in great dignity, and let the rich fit in 
low place, Ecclef. 10. 5, 7, Thofe men that are willingly fubjeét to 
the bafeft fufts of fenfual Life in their own perfons, are witling to fet Hil 
up the bafeft of men on outward vifible T hrones; over them, ( Daz. ih 
4.17.) that they knoware in bondage to the fame inferiour lufts with 
themfelves, and therefore fuch under whom the godly man ceafeth, 
; and the vileft men will be exalted, Pfal, x2.1,8. What amounts all 
this to, without us and within us, but a moft itrational yeelding up 
our felves into captivity, under the foveraign authority of: the bram- 
ble ? asin Fotham’s Paiable,. Jude. 9. 75 15.. In fuch cafe,the bram- 
ble, when once itfinds it felf fecure in the Throne, will not fail to doe. 
mineer over the other trees, fio-tree, vine, olive, or whatever elfe, 
as if it were really the beft of them all, andno man mut fay to the: 
contrary, Yea, to fuch unimaginable degrees of folly and preiumpti« 
on are the feuls of men liable to be baffled by the devil and their own: 
hearts, as ’tis not altogether improbable, men of debauched confcis 
ences.and bruitifh converfations,may think the fuperiority and domi-. 
nion over men of Principles and Confcience, was theirs of old, and 
though now and then interrupted, will be returned back.into their: 
hands-asain, as their right.

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of men, and findes in the room thereof,the more excelfent,moft holy, 
incorruptible marvellous light, life, wifdom, righteoufnefs and clori- 
ous liberty of the fons of God.» He findes himfelf enabled to do all. 
things for the Truth, inthe power of God’s fpirit, and difabled to do” 
anything again{t it, in bis own; difabled ro fin again{t God and 
wrong his own foul; fuch weaknels is his ttrength + fuch captivity is 
his glorious liberty; Thus Paud was made weak in Chrift, wheno- 
thers were {trong and reigning as Kings, in the fingle activity of their 
own renewed fpirits, which they alfo had from Chrift, 1 Cor, 4, 8, 
10. But his weaknefs was better than their ftrength; his feeming 
folly and defpicablenefs,better than all their wifdom and glory, 
That the life, righteoufnefs, glory and freedom of man at his bet, 
are but corruptible things, all the World are my experimental wit- 
nefles, fay what they willto the contrary. They are therefore to be 
accounted but as.dung and lofs, for the excellency of the knowledge 
of Chiift after the fpirit ; for the wifdom,, righteoufnefs and Life hid 
with Chrift in God, the glory that excels. Let*us turn over and read 
the book of the vifible creation,and fez what occurrs there,conducible 
to this purpofe. The elements are content to loofe theirown finele 
natures, eflences, properties, formes and qualities, and run together 
into. a quinceflential compound, diltind from them all. The Earth 
parts with its vigor, for the production of vegetables, Thefe again do 
readily {urrender their life,withour refiftanceto feed the beats of the 
field, and thefeby find’their own life again with ufury, -by way of re- 
Jurrection, in fubjeGtion to and aflociation with the fenfual life ofthe 
Bealt, The beaft again foofes its life, becomes a facrifice to man, 
finding its own fenfual life again with ufury, by way of refurreétion, 
in conjunction with and fubjection to the rational life of man. This 
rational life of man,being yet but a corruptible, firft-creation-thing is 
by all rhis fynificant inftiuétion from the very book of the Creature 
(as alfo from Chrilt himfelf, and his great Apoftle, ALar, 16,25, Rom, 
12.1, 2.) abundantly informed, thatit is its true intereft to be gi- 
ven up ia facreice to the divine life, and find its own again with ufu- 
ry bY way of refurreCtion, in-the life bid With Chrift inGod. All the 
former facrifices, deaths and-refurreGions of inferiour creatures 
natures, toone anatherandto man, (as alfo the fubjeQion of vege. 
tal and jenfual powers:in man, to rational) are-but typical fignificati- 
ons and teaching refemblances of thi$ laft and sreatelt of all, beyond 
Which'there is: no other, Thofe that will nor adventure tooffer up 
this holy ane reafonable facrifice, their tational Life ( Rom. ¥2,1,-)

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Minin the fingle glory and foveraign adivity of renewed humane 
nature, the great matter of the family himfelf intimates to them, that 
this is but the ftate of fervants, that abide notin the houfe fox ever, 
‘whereas thofe that are made willing to refien the life and foveraignty 
of their own nature and principles, and become willingly fubje@ to 
communicated divine life, and God therein, are the true fons that 
abide in the houfe forever, Fohn 8, riot 

But between the natural, tirft-creation Life of man, and the {pit 
tual or civine Life by the new-creation, the great deceiver, (as tian{- 
formedinto angel of Light) when he fees us gazing after this {upe- 
riour difpenfation, is ready to prefent himfelf to us,as Chriftin {pirit, 
or the holy Ghoft, and obtrude upon us angelical Nature of the fit 
creation-frame onely, to keep us yet fhort of the divine. In this 
pofture, (finding men diflatished in their natural and legal attain- 
ments ) he makes the fame demands that Chrift himfelf makes ; te- 
-Quires the intire refignation of their wills and underftandings unto 
him, fo as not to think their own thoughts, fpeak their own words, 
do their own works, or find their own pleafure, but wait in a paflive 
filence for his dictates and infpirations, and fpeak onely fuch oracles 
as his beguiling ferpentine wifdom teacheth. The condition they are 
brought into by this impofture, is fo much the more dangerous,. by 
bow much the more fecure and confident they are under it, as che- 
rithed and pleafed with fome delufive raptures of joy from this flou- 
rifhing deceiver. By this means he labours to gain more and more 
upon them, till they refign themfelves totally up to the conducting 
influence of angelical nature. This is that voluntary humility and 
worfhiping of Angels, (/.2, 18, The devil attempted to bring the 
humane nature of Can{t himfelf to his lure, in this main point of 
all;even to worthip him, or become fubje& to his influence AZat. 4. 
Luke 4. Vhis laft and great deceit of the adverfary, ( together with 
the falie mortification of things feen, attending it, where he prevails) 
is notably charactered,. page 34.0, and fo on to the 3 50th page of | The

All firft creation Nature, fenfual, humane or angelical, compa- 
rauvely with divine, fpiritual, new-creature Life, is but fhaddow, 
letter, or fignificant figure and refemblance. Any of thefe therefore 
terminated or refted jn, ( whatever it be, from the loweft fhiub of 
fenfual, tothe talleft Cedar in the firft-creation, angelical nature) fo 
as that man refolves to fit down under the ruling influence and pro- 
tection thereof, as the highe{t principle of Life he will ever be indu- 
ced.to own, this will appear in conclufion to be downeright idolatry.

What ts that Divine Nature, Man ts capable to partake of, in the pre- 
v.sling ablivity whereof he-may be enabled tofollap God fully, refift the de- 
vil fledfaftly, and live in the certain alfurance, and clear evidence of éter- 
‘yal Life ? ; 

By the divine Nature whiclr a chofen generation are made pattak- 
‘ers of, ( 2 Per. 1.4.) we areto underftand the humane or creature- 
nature in Chrift’s perfon, calted divine, by a communication of pro- 
perties. In this bleffed Mediator between God and man, st pleafed 
the Father all fulne[s, or perfettion {hould dwell, cteaturely, and divine, 
Coli 1. 19. In him dwelleth all the fulne{s of the Godhead bodily, Col. 
2,9. Inhim alfo dwels all the fulnefs of the creature fpiritually, or 
in its moft heavenly, {piritual, fublimated capacity, and incorrupti- 
ble form. Chrilt that is perfect man, is alfo perfect God, very God 
of very God, the very form or invifible image of God, (fo fome 
render Col. 1.15.) which feperately confidered, im diftinétion from 
all creature-nature in him, is meerly and fingly the object of God’s 
own uncreated underftanding, abfolutely uncommunicable, invilible,, 
orundifcernable to any meer creature capacity, natural or {piritual, 
For ever. } 

The higheft Nature or Principle of Life in any perfon, does by way 
of prerogative give the denomination and derive its title to the: 
whole perfon and all that isin him, when compleatly fubjected to its 
ruling influence. Thus all that is inChrift, who isa perfon undifputably 
Divine,is alfo called divine. ‘So where the Principle of new-creature 
Life or Life of Faith,is fown by Chrift in-any man,though it be butas 
a grain of muftard-feed (Lzk,13:18,19.) it will pring upinto fuch a 
prevailing exercife of its fpititual fenfes,over all fiethly, firlt-creation 
Life and-principles in him, tharhis whole perfon may thence be called 
a fpiritual man. Divid, on this account, was called aman after God’s 
owae heart, (1 Sam.mg.14.) though he had fuch-a remainder of his 
flethly nature. yer about him, “as: did lu(t and ftrive againft the Life 
and operation of his {piritual form, fo as that afeer this.chorce Chata- 
G21 of his perfon from God's own mouth, it carried him by akind of 
wiolence into fome'patticular enosmities, more grofs.than Many hea- 
tacns 
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thens were ever guilty of, from their Cradles to their Graves, in a 
longer life upon earth, than Dawid lived, 

But the folution to the above mentioned Querie, requires. at leaft 
a glance farther upwards,into fome brief contemplation of the Trini- 
ty, from fuch proper language and expreflion as they are exhibited to 
usin, bythe holy Ghoft, 1 fobs 5. 7. and Col. x. EG2449.; 

In the former of thefe Seriptures itis Wittten, There are three that 
bear Record in Heavea,the Father, the Word,and the holy Ghoff.. and thefe 
three are one, Inthe latter, we find thefe three expreffions concerning 
Chritt ; Zmage of the invifible God, Firft-bora of every Creature, and Firft- 
bora from the dead, 


From thefe two Scriptures duly compared and explicated, we might” 


doubtlefs receive very confiderable information touching the myfte- 
ry of God, and of the Father, and of Chrift, Col.2. 2. In the for- 
mer we find the three thar-bear Record ; In the Jatter,the Record that 
is born.by all the three; the Witnefs or Teftimony, Image, Name, 
Glory, manifeitation or threefold perfonal appearance they give of 
themfelves, in Chrift. In the former is exhibited to us Godas the 
head of Chrift, in his threefold effential property or {pring of opera- 
tion. In the latter is reprefented Chrift as thz exprefs Character,three- 
fold glory or perfonal appearance of the three that are one, brovght 
forth by the operation of the faid three effential properties in the 
Godhead. And asthe three in the firit confideration, are one God 
and father of our LordJefus Chrift,fo.are the three in the fecond con= 
fideration,one Chrift, Imaggor perfonal appearance of God, Father, 
Word,and Spirit, that manifeft themfelves in Chrift, are one. Chrift 
thatis the Father,Son, and holy Ghoft in perfonal appearance, Name 
or manifeftation,is alfo‘one. God in Chrift and Chrift in God, are all 
one pure,uncompounded, infinite, eternalGod,blefled forever. God 
in Chrift isnot three perfons, as three diftin& individual men aro. 
(for fo there would be threeGods)but may more fitly be refembted to 

our capacity, by a threefold perional appearance of one and the fame 

man ; his perfonal appearance in the body to his fellow mortals ; his 

pertonal appearance in the {pirit, to angels, when his body is laid 

down ; \and his perfonal appearance in both together, in the rarefied 

andiincorruptible ftate of both, meeting-together in the Refurreéti- 

on.

ftate of Life and glory in the fecond, which excels; his next bufi-

KEST. This moft defireableRett is.attainable only by our being made 
willing to-enter into a conformity with Chrilt.in his death, through. a:

He was baptized with the holy Ghoft, and with fire, 
He did in fuch fort eatthe flefh and drink the blood of Chrift, that he 
was thereby brought into a conformity with Chrift in his death; and 
had eternal Life abiding in him, foha 6.54. This is fatisfactory to 
God inthis point ; that that anfwers his well pleafing. What further 
fhall bz faid, hall not be in order to pleafe,but inftruct, convince and 
ftop the mouthes of gainfaying men, Tit. 1, 9, 

e that worlhips Godin the power of the fingle or double portion 
of the fpirit of Chrift, does undeniably worfhip him in {pitit and 
truth. The power of godfinefs comes in with this new creation Spirit. 
All Worfhp, Righteoufnes, Ordinances,or whatever, performed but in 
the renewed, reformed, enlightned, gifted, adorned ftate of our Airft-, 
creation fpirit, amounts but to the form of godlinefs, that faith thae 
may be fhipwrack’d, that intereftin Chrift, and that good confcience 
tharmaybe loft, 1 Tim, x.

thereof for conveying the knowledge of things to us, Homer and other 
Greck Poers.and Philolophers fer themfelves therefore to Etymologt- 
cal learning, by.reducing: the printicive words in other languages co 
their Hebrew xoots, and then the Derivatives to thofe Pumitives.

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This they labouredin,.as the moft notable means conducible tothe 
knowledge of things. Then Chry/ippus, Demetrius, and abundance of 
ovhers, writ Books:of Erymologie. “Then the Latis,receiving Learn- 
ing as well as the Empire from the Greeks, fteer the fame courfe, in 
order to Etymological difcipline as the choiceft means to lead men 
into the knowledge of things. Caro, Varro, and other antient and 
famous Latines writ many Volumns to this purpofe: ‘OF Jater 
times,on the fame account, aid Fulius Cefar Scaliger, compote a hun- 
dred and ten Books de Origizibus.

_. Jas fad to fee the felf-pleafing interpretations of this and the like 
Scriptures, all along che Bible, fo univerfal and un{crupled, amonegft 
all forts of Profeflors ; ai epidemical miftake. How to life them. owt 
of the mire of thefe-their. own felf-bewildring imaginations, who 
knowes, but Chrift 2. Flefh, and tke carnal mind that’s enmity to God, 
( Kom. 8.7.) mult never be of any larger compals, or farther fignifi- 
cancy with them, than corrupt, polluted, debauched, degeneracesna- 
ture, dead in trefpalfes and fins 5 ox at belt, but the moral heathen, with 
fomé glimmering revivals,and fparklings of rationalLight and Life, 
But-as for their-part, they are in Chrift, they experience aual Com- 
munion with God ; and ofice in Chrift, for ever in Chrift. A company

The cunning old ferpent rings ano- 

ther bell in their ear, that deafs them to the voice of the true watch- 

man, Whole bufinefs.is to warn thefe legally righteous. Chriftians as 

well as the prophane Heathen, of the danger of their condition, Ezek.

Their wifdom 
is comparatively but foolifhneis , and their tefler fhadowy gtory 
of the Livy, (or ruling powers of their firft-creation ftate) 1s to 
be done away, as no glory, by reafon of the glory that excel- 
Teth, in the fpiritual man, 2 Cor.

we defpife ourlife, Fab 9.21. All the witdom,righteoufne(s, thoughts,. 
reafonings, imaginations and defires thercof,are vanity. Did we tho- 
rowly knowthis, we would be content to refign all ; not think our own 
thoughts, [peak our own words, do our own works, fiad our own pleafures,and 
foenter into the true myftical Sabbath, and reft of God, inthe new creation. 
If we lofe the temporary life and sighteoufnets of our firft-creation, 
we hall find it again with ufury inthe eternal Life and everlafting 
righteoufnefs of the fecond. Ifnot, we fhall-lofe it forever, in the 
eternal or fecond:death. Ifwe lofe our litteral, fhadowy Life and 
Image of God, received in the firft creation, we fhall find icagain, - 
with ufuryin the myftical fubttances {piric and truth of the fecond. 
Then, let the letter and figure of Scripture be interpreted into {pirit 
and truth, we {hall know what to make of 1¢ ; not before. Could man 
be content to be baffled out of himfelf, “allegorized out of his 
firft-creation fhadow, into (pirit and truth ; he would be content 
Scripture fhould be fo allegouized too,ourof its leeter and fhadow,tn- 
to fpiric and cruth. : 

The true allegorizing interpreter of the Scriptures, does and muft 
expound them into things not feen, things eternal, into a fence, quite 
out of the reach and dafcerning of all the fenfe and reafon in man kind. 
Spiritual things, things eternal, are difcernable onely to the eye 
of faith, the {piritual.difcerning, the hearing et. He only. that 
hath this ear, will hear whar the {pirit faith untothe Churches, Heb. t4. 
i. ‘Rev. 2.29. 1 Cor, 2,14. 

Men then do feem concerned in this point ; for the allegorical 
fence of Scripiure,leaves them quite at alofs. If they will not there- 
Fore be content to lofe their fenfe and reaion, with a full aflurance 
and ftedfa(t perfwafion that they fhall find them again with ufury, 
in conjunction and harmony with the new. creature Life of faving 
Faich « fee them make their beft of them for their defence in this cafe. 
Let them produce their ftrong reafons, let them. come forth in the 
erzatelt pomp of Argument and Eloquence they can, again{t allego- 
nizing. Unlefs they can afford more pertinent interpretations of che 
-hove mentioned Scriptures and many others, without allegorizing ; 
what they fay in-this matter is mot Muca to be valued. They will 
End themielves as far wide from underftanding the Scriptures, in any 
other way, as fobs three friends were from underftanding his cafe : 
and my anlwer to fuch ¢colourable reafonings, . {hall oe that which Ja’ 
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( 23.) 
- has furnithed me with; How Praible ate right words? but what doth 
your arguing reprove ? Job. 6, 25. ie 
This yet mutt be granted; thar the devil ( who is.a moft dextrous ee 
and skilful imitator of Chrift in all his difpenfations, by feigned re. | 
femblances of truth ) will alfo frike in at this allegorizing way of in- i 
terpreting the Scriptures. He will dabour hereby tothe utmoft, tocon- 
found and bewilder both teachers and hearers, that take and own this 
courle, He will (if poflible ) run them alf a ground. in.a thoufand 
miltakes,and Falfe conclufions. But he never puts himfelf to-this trou- 
ble, till he finds men will be allegorizing ; as neither wilthe make i 
ule of the choiceft flourifhes of his transformed angelical, appearance 
to impofe hintfelf on men, as Chri(t in fpirit, till nothing but thae 1 | 
will ferve their turn. Then he petremptorily commands them (un- 
der this.difeuife of an angel of light ) outof their own fenfes, wills, 
and underftandings, into a pure {ubjection to his dictating and ruling i 
intluence, as the onely luperiour difpenfation and attainment,to what. | 
they ever yet experienced, And allegorizing of Scripture in his way, 
he finds to be a very appofite means to nourith and.keep them fafe 
under his wing, in that his higheit difpenfation, his myftical fabbath,, 
a re{t from their labours, under his angelical {teerage. Thefe, with

all other his inferiour crafts and defigns above mentioned, does this 
perillous Impoftor mannage upon the various tempered and differ- 
ently enlightened inhabitants of the whole World, every moment of 
time. 

But itis one grand prece of his myftery of iniquity, to keep men 
quite off (if hg can) from allegorizing of the Scriptures, and con- 
fequently from all the fpiritual fence and myftery of them, through- 
out. He perfwades by all means, that men would flick in the letters, 
as the onely courfe ta hold faf? the form of found words and thatthe ; 
would quit myftiéal fence in the Scriptures, and fo, the myftery of | 
Godlinefsin their perfons, He would never have them own the Life 
hid with Chriff in God. That's the onely Life he fears. Thofe that reft 
in the letter of Scripture and deny the myltery, will eafily be induced | 
to-relt im the forms of godiinef+, and deny the power thereof s frogs fuch turn 
away, 2 Fim. 3.5. They cry out againft the Allegorift, call him blaf i) 
phemer, fay he has a devil, as the jews ferved Chrift, and Luther i 
Swenckfeld, in that general anfwer to his puzzling Letters, The Lord. 
rejuke thee; Satan,

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Y way of Recapitulation then, and as deducible from, or at leaft 
#-) inexaét confonancy-with the divinity part of this Sufferers Do- 
étrine and Character, take thefe following Conclufions, 


r, Godin Chrift, as Chrift is the purely divine form of God, is 
abfolutely unmovable,incommunicable; in a capacity too high for the 
creation of either world, natural or fpiritual. | 


2, HadGod, remaining purely in the divine nature, (without af- 
fuming Creature-nature into perfonal union therewith ) produced or 
created this firft world, it mult needs have been created in a.violent, 
inftantaneous manner, without any progreflive motion, as in the fix 
dayes, Gez. 1. Andwhen created, Angels and men, fo made, muft 
needs have been everlaftingly miferable, unlefs reduced to their pri- 
mitive nothing again. For God that is the onely Fountaine of all hap- 
pinefs and fatisfaction, had remained in an utter uncommunicable- 
nefs, and been fhut up-in abfolute invifibility to them, for ever. 


3. God therefore in Chrift, condefcended to cloth himfelf with 
a twofold creatilre-forme, natural and fpiritual, through the peculi- 
ar operations of the fecond and third of the three that are one, (1 fob.

But they have that thatisthe man in man ,reafon,in a fuperiori- 
ty toman himfelf,as appears by the over-reaching exercife of it in the 
devil, to the deceiving of man in his Paradifical, primitive, and beft 
eftate.- Yea ’tis faid of Chrift himfelf, asamanin fleth, that he was 
tmade lower than the angels, Heb,“2. 7. Angels then, though they do 
not formally contain all inferiour nature in theit perfonal conftitution 
as man does, ‘yet do they eminently coprehenditall. And they have 
originally a more quick, active, and vigorous natural underftanding, 
that does more fully pierce and pry into the hidden fecrets and my- 
fteries of nature, than man. “Their thoughts run to and fro, asa flaih 
of lightnifig. With one elance of theit intellectual eye, they can take 
notice of all that’s to be found in the Grft-creation. They excel man in 
ftrength alfo, Pfal, 103, 20, They have alfo the ftart of man, for 
representing all firft-creation glory, as eminently comprehended in 
their own perfons. Thus the devil reprefented to Chrift, in a flourifh 
of his transformed appearance, allthe kingdoms of the world: and glo- 
ry of them, all the defirable excellencies of the firt creation, Adar. 4. 
8. He is called The God of this world, All his flourithes in frit cré- 
ation lightand glory, are with defione to dazle and affect mens eyes 
and hearts with theappeayance of tranfient vanities,foas to keepthem 
from ever looking after the marvellous light and more excellent glo- 
ry of the fecond;to keep off the Light of the Slorious Gofpel of Chrift, 
that that may not thine upon them, or be taken any notice of by them, 
2 Cor.

He that is called God of thes world, has doubtlefs a vaft, univerfal 
underftanding and infight into all firft-creation nature and things. 
How elfe can he make the beft of every thing, for the tempting, fedus 
cing and enf{naring of men ? He made the utmoftufe of all, to Chrift, 
this way, when he prefented hin with all the kingdomes and glory of the 
forft-creation, This bait could. not catch him: Far lefler catch 
other men ; little parcels of creature-contentments, delights of the 
fonsofmen. His Table is f,icad with all variety of firft-creation 
things, for the entertainment and feduGion of man. Here’s the dutt, 
this Tying old ferpent feeds on, (Gex, 3.14.) and couzens others 
with, natural things, things feen, glofied over by him, to carry on 
his work. The generallity.of men-aré fatisfied with the crums that 
fall from this ferpents Table, the moft inferiour fort of contentments 
that humour and gratify but their bruitith luits. They tumble in fen-" 
tual pleature, like {wine in the mire while that holds, while provi- 
| ons 
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fons come in, to keep that on foot, they reckon aff well with thems. 
Hortes, afles, and the reft of the bruitifh rout of animals, have fully 
as gooda time on’t as they,in this world, andin this confideration a 
better, no akings of heart about.a world to come and an irrevocable ° 
fentence of condemnation to. everlafting and unexpreifible punith- 
ment. If men do peep out of this bruitifh ftrain of Life, (the 
prevailing difpenfation of the devil in Exgland, at prefent) through 
tome awakenings of Confcience,and begin to look after a little moral 
righteoufnefs in their perfonal operations , the old ferpent can ap- 
ply himtelf to them, as.their Tutor, Influencer, and In(tru@or here. 
in ;has diet athis board, that will fic their palate, Yea, he can ac- 
commodate the Legal Chriftian, with the appearances. and exact re- 
femblances of all that heis for. If the Legallilt be unfatested,. and, 
will be fooking after Chrift in fpirit, he pucs in with his ucmoftfou- 
rifhes and appearances of angelical glory, to fatisfie him in that 
point alfo, He has before him, all firft-creation things, from thelow- 
elt part of the duft of the world, bruitifh. fatisfactions, to the highelt 
part of the duft of this world, angelical efory, and he has the utmolt 
imaginable skill and dexterity to ufe and improve all,for the fedu@i- 
omofmen. He puts the moft taking, infinuating gloffes upon every. 
thing, prefents every man with objects.fuited ro his.palate, capacity, 
light and attainment. Thus does this grand deceiver of all the Nati- 
ons of the world, practife his witchcrafts and forceries on the fenfes. 
and imaginations ef men, by prefent orabfent objets, and by his 
immediate influence labours to kindle and fir up their flethl yaffe@i- 
ons and-defires, to meet with and entertaifi thofe trifling vanities he 
has infatuated and bewitched their imagination to put fucha value 
mpon., The Galatians Paul found bewitched with no lefs a matter than. 
tne glory of the Law, the righteoufnefs.of man, Gal. 3. Ochers.are 
newitched with the glory of angelical niture, higher duft than 
tue glory of man; the generality, with {maller matters, bruitith 
toyes.

All Futufities. are treafured up in God, bu 
does every one that fees God, fee thefe 2 The Schoolmen acknow- 
ledge,that ali the moft.contingent and voluntary aétings of the Crea. 
tures, with all future events whatfoever,. have bin eternally prefent 
to Goa’s intuition, whofe under{tanding is infinite, Pfal. x47. 5. 
They hold himalfo-to be Speculum voléntarinw, a voluntary Mirror; 
fo as not all that fee him, fee future events, or the prefent actings of 
their feHow creatures, ata diftance ; but onely fuch angels and men, 
unto whonrhe is pleafed tomake a particular difeovery thereof :for 
the managing of his delignes inthe World.

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ret fon here treated of, was (with Noah )' a preacher of righteoufnels :

fequent of {uch mundation. Has not he had his fare in the accom 
plihment of his own prediction ?. Have not they, by their pride,apo- 
{tacy, and treachery, been the occafion of his and théirown lufferings, 
who would not believe him, when he prophefied of fuch a fuffering - 
feafon ? Have not floods of Beli, Judges, Counfellors, Witnefles, 
Jurors, Souldiers of Belial compaffed him about?

when the Hollander vapoured upon our Seas, took Prizes at pleafure, Ht 
hovered about our Ports, and were ready to fpoil all. His report to 
the Houfe, as to the War-Ships by him recruited, ordered and fent 
forth in fo little-time, to find the enemy work, feemed a thing incre- 
dible. ) if 

In the beginning of that expenfive War, ( as unwilling to make a ) 

prey of his Countries necellities ) he fefigned his Treafurer-fhip for 1 
the Navy, caufing the cuftomary dues of ‘that Office to be converted 
into aSalary of athoufand per annum. The bare poundage of all ex- | 
penices that way, which in times of peace came to about three thou- Fi) 
fand, would have amounted to neer twenty thoufand by the year, du- | 
ring the wat with Holand. Were his perfonal ‘circumftances and the | 
condition of his Family-affaires at that feafon and fince, well known, | 
it would render this piece of felf-denial the more memorable. Some 
inconfiderable matter, without his feeking, was allotted to him by the 
Parliament in lieu thereof. He had alfo long before this, upon the 
Self-denying Ordinance, (little obferved by others) refunded five and 
twenty hundred pounds, for publick ufes, being the moiety of his Re- 
ceptions in the faid Office, from fuch time as the Parliament had 
made him fole Treafurer, who before the War was joyned with ano- 
ther perfon, 

As for the keeping of his hands free from all maner of Bribes§or what. 
ever might be fo interpreted, all the while he was engaged in publick 
action, I refer you to his own folemn appeal on the Scaffold, to the 
gteat God of Heaven and Earth,andto all that great Aflembly round i 
about him, or any other perfons, on that account, which none could i 
contradict, He openly challenged all men, to fhew wherein he had | 
defiled his hands with any mans blood or eftate, or that he had fought 

_ himfelfin any publick place or capacity. Such were his abilities for we 
difpatch of a bufinefs if good, or hindring itif ill, that had his hand a 
cen as open to receive as others to offer, in that kind, he might have | ! 
treafured up filver as duft. Many hundreds per annum, have been of. . i 
fered to fome about him, in cafe they could but prevail with him, on- HI 
ly not to appear againft a propofal. On the leat intimation of fucha

That Greck, Magiftrate left the beft Name behind him, 
who (having been often in publick place, and of general fame for 
abilities and hone‘ty ) when he came co dic, left his family fo bare, 
though he had lived frugally, that portions for his Children were if- 
{ued out of the publick Trealury. This Patriot, for hismany years 
faithful ferving of the publick, has endured feveral tedious imprifons 
ments, at length loft his Life,and hazarded his own eftate,rhat fhould 
pry his great debts, and fupply his family wich fuch honourable main- 
tenance as becomes their birth and education. Here’s his reward on 
Earth ; bat great his reward in heaven. 

Thelatter part of this Sufferers Elogy in the *bove-mentioned 
Verfes,concerns his skill in daftinguifhing the (wo Swords o1 Powers, 
Civil and Spiritual, and the fecting right bounds to each. He held 
that the Magiftrate ought to keep within the-proper {phere of Civil 
Jurifdiction, and not intermeddle with mens: Confciences by way of 
Impofition and ‘Force, in matters.of Religion and divine Worthip, 
In that Healing Queffion, for which. he was wounded by the late Pro- 
tector (fo called) he did fufficiently manifeft this to be as. well the 
Magiltrates true Intereft, as the Peoples juft Security. *Tis-obferved 
by MMO.RE and others, on various accounts, thatthe ‘Rgasane Empe- 
rors owning and. incorporating Chriftianity with the Laws of the Em- 
pire, {trengthened the Intereft of the formal Chriftian, and drave the 
true Spiritual Worfhipper into. the Wildernefs.. While Magiftrates 
pretend, and (it may be’) verily chink they are doing Chrifta high 
piece of fervice by fuch fawning and form:l compliance, they are di- 

ectly involved in the Antichriflian Intereft, for the perfecuting of 
Chrilt qghis true fpiricual members : That men, yea religious, holy 
men, may be fo miftaken, fee foh. 16, 2, Aéls 26, 9, x1, 

This lover of his Nation,and aflertor of the juft Rights.and Liber- 
ties.thereof unto his death, was alfo.for limiting the civil Power, .de- 
lecated by the People to their Truftees.in the Supream Court of Par- 
lament, or toany Migiftrates whatfoever. He held, That there are 
certain Fundamental Rights and Liberties of the Nation, that carry {uch a 
uaiverfal and undeniable confonaucy with the light of Nature, right Rea- 
fon, and the Law of God,that they are in no. wife to be abrogated or altered, 
but preferved, What lets than this. can fecure Peoples Lives, Liber= 
ties.and Birth-rights , declared in cMAGN A CHARTA, 
and ratified by two and thirty Parliments. fince ? Let but once this 
truth be exploded and blown away, all the Rights and Liberties of the 
Nation will foon go.afterit,.and arbitrary, Domination and Rapine 
may fecurely triumph over all, Deny that there-are any Fundamental, 
unre- 
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unrepealable Laws, and who can be fecure as to Life, Liberty, or E- 
ftate ? For if by.an over-ruling ftroke of abufed Prerogative, a majo- 
rity in Parliament can be procured, that will pull up all the antiene 
Laws Rights and Liberties of the Nation by the Roots, and eftablith 
mifcnief bya new Law; (make Reafon and Duty Treafon, and that 
poft fattum too) in this cafe, he that did things moft rational and jufti- 
fiable by unrepealed or unrepealable Laws, yefterday, may be con- 
demned by a Law made prft fattum, and executed too morrow. By this 
meanes Judges may be put into a molt unhappy capacity of ju/ifying 
the wicked, and condemning the righteous,under colour of Parliamenta- 
ry authority, 1 both which things they are an abomination to the Lord, 
Prov. 17. ¥5.

The like is to be faid of the Cape- 
vingiens, who have now fate in the Fresch Throne almoft feven hun- 
dred yéars,fince the depofition of Charles of Lorain, la{t of Pepins race, 
into Whole room Hagh (Caper was elected by the People. The fame 
thing is to be feen in the Spamjh Hiltories, and. where not ? Four 
Races of Kings have been there fince the expulfion of the Romans, 
The Arft was fromthe Goths. The fecond from Don Pelago, The third’ 
from Don Sancho Mayors The latt, trom the Houle of eduftria, Eng- 
land has had more changes of this kind, than both thefe neighbour 
Monarchies together, in the fame {pace of about twelve’ hundred 
years. They all three got looie from the ‘Remane Yoke, fo long 
ago. 

This bleffed Witnefs and Affertor of the Fundamental Rights, 
Truths, and Liberties of Chrifts Kingdom, as alfo of the Common- 
wealth of Exgland, and that has fealed his Affertions in both kinds, 
with his blood, was not onely wel#@killed in fetting the right bounds 
to civil and {piritual Power in the outward government of Worldly 
States, but he:did yet more clofsly diftinguith bewveen natural 
Pwhence civil {prings ) and fpiritual Power, <s to the inward reoula- 
tion of particular perfons. 

You may take a glanceinto his larger Difcourfes on this Subject, 
bya thore glofle on the two Trees in Eden, thatof Life, and that of 
the Knowledge of good and evil.. Thefe two Trees were the firft fignifi- 
cant Types in and by which man was inftrected in this doctrine, which 
rightly divides the word of Truth ( Chrit the living, and Scriptures 
the written Word of God ) between the natural and f{piritual man, 
alotting unto each their proper portion andcharaéter. One of thefe 
eAdam might, yea, ought to have fed upon, the Tree of Life; the 
other not. By the Devils fuggeftion to the Woman,and hers tohim, 
he made a contrary choice. He did eat of that he fhould not, to the 
lofs even of that he thought to gratify himfelf in, his temporary Life 
of righteoufnefs and communion with God; and neglected vo eat of 
the other, and fo of Chrift in fpirit,the Antitype thereof, for the feed- 
ine and building him up into eternal Life, and true bleflednefs. 

Thefe two Trees were an Allegory, of like fignificancy with Sarat 
and Hagar, Ifaac and I(hmael, Old and New Teltament or Covenant; 
Oe.

exc, One of them fignified the fi Adam with his living Sout, and 
freedom to good and evil : the other, the fecond Adams with his quick- 
ning {pirit, and freedom to good onely, which he communicates and 
builds men up into the life and exercife of,1n fellowfhip with himfelf. 
Adam chofe to gratify his primitive natural conftitution.and freedom | 
to good and evil, which together with the things that feedir, were ty- Fi, 
pically tated and reprefented in the Tree of the Ruowledge of good and F 
evil, The new-creature Life, and the glorious,Liberty of the fons of 
God, together with the things thereof, (notfeen to man, in the for- 
mir capacity ) things eternal, were typically ftated and reprefented 
to Adams natural ditcerning, in the tree of Life, with inttruétion what 
was his concern todo or not todo, as to that or the other. Butal- it 
though thefe Types were given, and expounded alfo by Chriftunto it 
Adam before hand ; yet was there room lef, after his fall,for the ex- if 
ercife of a diftinguithing difpenfation of mercy towards him and his | 
pofterity, from that of feverity, which was forthwith put in execution 
again{t the apoftate angels , excluding thega from any poflibility of 
ever entring into Gods Reft. This.argues, that the Angels who excel in: 
Strength, and.are higher than man , hada clearer underf{tanding in that ~ 
point, as to the requifitenels of astranfition for themfelves and for 
men, out of the mutable tate ofhe and righteoufnels, received in 
their firfb creation, into the unchangable Life and everlafting righte- 
oufnefs of the fecond. Their fall therefore was more knowing, wil- 
ful, fatal and irrecoverable upon any tearms whatfoever. , 
That which Pau/ {aid of himfelf,,. may be {aid of Adams firft tran{- 
greilion,comparatively with the firtt fin of the Angels, that he did it ig 
norantly, and fo obtained mercy, 1 Tim.1,13, ‘But let man,affer renew. 
ed and revived, look toit; forif after all this warning, he fin again 
afier the fimlitnde of Adamss tran, greffion hz becomes a Tree twice dead, 
and will be placke up by the roots. This fecond fall of man is as fatal and 
irrecoverable as the Angels fil, Adams eating the forbidden 
fruit, imported no-lefs than a pleating himfelf inthe fingle Liberty, 
Righteoufhefs,. Life and Enjoyments of his firtt-creation {tate,in pre- 
ference to what was-attainable for himin the fecond. He preferred, 
the creature, or glory of man in the firft, to the elory. of Ged, thac 
re{ts upon. men for ever.in. the new-creation fate, He preferred the:

A hypocrite is. not onely he: that makes a 
fhew of righteoufnefs.and has none, but that has she righteoufnefs 
and glory of man really in and upon him, and in the credit‘and flou- 
rif of this, would peonate and pafs for that which he isnot, the 
true {piritual heir, that has the glory and righteoufnefs of God inand 
upon him ; andthen the next newsis, he falls to perfecuting ‘of him 
| that indeed is the true heit, faying to his fellows in {piritand princi- 
: WW ple, Come, this is the heir, lets kill him, and the inheritance hall be ours. 
Ht | A hypocrite is one that perfonates and would paffe for that which he 
is not. If he be ftark naught, he would pals for that which is good. If 
good and righteous in ong Kind, he would pafs for that that is better 
and more excellent in aflother. Such an hypocritical {piritis a per- 
fecuting fpirit. He thats born of Chriit-after the flefh, and will gono 
fartner, will perfecute him that iggborn of the fame Chrift after the 
fpirit : will hate his Brother, [lader his own Mothers Son, Pfal.-so, 
20. To this effect did this Sufferer ufe to Allegorize,. the two Trees 
in-Eden, and other Scriptures in exact analovie and harmony there- 
with. 

But come we now to confider the method of his fufferings s how 
this meek, dove-like,harmlefs perfon has been handled by the injuri- 
i ous, wolvith fpirit of this world, that has affronted contradiéted and 
: blafphemed his'principles and doctrine, and at length killed his bo= 
i dy,as a contentious wrangler and a malefator. Chri was fo ferved, 

He wWerlt about doing goodsand fuffering ill to the lat. Thiseminent 
difciple and follower of his, hath waded through all thofe injurious 
reproaches and mif-interpretations men have put upon his moftin- 
nocent and ufeful words and aétions, in that thank-worthy and ac- 
ceptable imitation of him, which Peter repreferits tous under.the f- 
militude of good fervants, that can fuffer patient]y for well-doing, come 
mutting themfelves to bim that judgeth righteoufly, 1 Pet. 2. 18, 23. 
He confidered him that enilured [ach contradi&tion of finners agatnft him- 
Self, and did not faint inbis mind, but firiving againft finand finners of alt 
forts, by his faithful witne[-bearing, refifted unto blood, Heb, 12. 354. 
But be itknown that amidft the perfonal fufferings of Saints, “tis not 
onely lawful but their duty,to pray that God would awake te their judge- 
Mit, 
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ment, even to their CA US iS ek is his CAUSE, that aff 
thofe may yet come to [hout for joy that favour. their righte. 
ous CAUSE; and that the enemy may not rejoyce over them, as if he, 
had {wallowed thems up, thou gh they abufe and kill them all the day long, as 
fheep appointed for the flawghter, Pfal, 35+ 23,27, Some of you (taies 
Chrift) they (hall put todeath: but not a hair of your head {hall perifh, Luk. 
aanr6=18: 

This worthy Patriot was freely chofen, without any feeking of his, 
to ferve as Burgefs for the Town of Kingffon upon Fxll,in that Parlia- 
ment which fate down November 3. 1640, About thirteen years did 
he indefatigably labour therein for his Countries relief, againft ma- 
nifelt Oppreffions and pubfick grievances that were upon it. And well 
nigh ten'years more he hath patiently fuffered, as-either a ufelefs or 
pernicious perfon, becaufe of his deftructive conftitution to.the Peace 
and Intereft of Tyranny. During the long Parliament, he was ufually 
fo engaged for the Publick, inthe HOUSE and feveral Com- 
mittees, from early in the morning to very late at night, that he had 
fcarce any leifure to eat his bread, converfe with his neare(t Relatj- 
ons, orat allto mind his Family affaires. Were I indeed furnithed 
with the tongue of the learned, the penof a ready writer, I fhould 
thinkit advifeable totet the ufefulnefs & fuccefleof his publick Agt= 
ings all along that Parliament-till forcibly diffolved, fpeak for them- 
felves, That race of action being run, (not without much {trugeling, 
contradiction, and mif-reports all the while) he comes to his fuffering 
Scene.He was for feveral years rejected ,perfecuted, & imprifoned by 
his apoftatized friends(that had gone to the houfe of God in company 
with him )who at length to compleat their perfecuting work upon him, 
delivered him up, to’be hunted to death” by: his profefied foes, ene- 

mies of all righteoufnefs, Gods and mans too. | 

Firlt, his falfe Friends that had fatin Council with him, (and 
who owed, in great meafure, their very. Lives and fuccefs to him,un- 
der God.) they fafted for firife and debate, kept a mock faft ,. to draw 
fuch as durft give them faithful counfel and warning, into a{nare.Ups 
on their apoftacy, when brought into diftrefs through forreign difap- 
“-pointments; they’ (fomewhat Fezekel-like ) proclaimed a faft,pub- 
lickly: declaring their willingnefs to receive. information from any 
hand,yas to what was amifs-in the Government, that might be the 
ground of God’s not going forth with their Armies ashe was wont. 
He laid hold on this publithed offer, and aga faithful watchman and 
able Patriot, exhibited his thoughts to themina Flealing. Queftion, on 
which he was fhortly after fent for by the Council; from the place of 
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106). 
his reGidence at Belleaz in Denali proceeded againft as feditious, 
and imprifoned about four moneths at Caris-brough Caftle in the Ifle 
of Weight. Thus the Fews ferved Feremy, Jer. 42, and 43. They de- 
fired him to enquire the mind of the Lord, as to their inrended jours 
ney for Egypt, and folemnly engaged they would obey the meflage, 
culling God to witnels between them and him. He feeks the Lord,and 
after ten dayes receives and Faithfully declares the word of the Lord, 
which was, That if they went to Egypt, the {word they feared at home, 
foould meet with them there 5 and if they tarried in their own land, they 
fhould be preferved, They proudly rebelled againtt this word, and not 


onely fo, but forced Jeremy along with them to Egypt, to beara fhare 


i their fufferings, though not in their fin, as the wife Servant was 
handled by his foolith Mafter in Arifophanes,and as is frequently the 
cafe amongft mortals. God the great difpofer of all the kingdoms of 
men, gave Egypt to Nebuchadnexzar and his Army,as wages for their 
hard fervice in pulling down proud Tyre, ( whofe Merchants were 
Princes, Efay 23.8.) where every head was made bald, and every 
fhoulder peeld with long and exceffive labour in a thirteen years fiege 
and filling up a channel of the fea, in order to their approaches, Ezek, 
26. 9. and Chap. 29. 18, 20. Thus Nebuchadnexzars (word, that the 
Fews feared in theirown Countrey, (upon the killing of his Deputy 
Governour, Gedaliab ) meets with them amongft the reft, in Egypr, 
the character and ruine whereof we have, Ezek, 29. 30. 31. and 32. 
Chapters; as of Tyre, Chap. 26. 27. and 28. 

Thus treacheroufly was this {teddy Witnefs of the true Liberties of 
ChriftsKinedom, and his native Countrey, handled by thofe that for 
many years had joyned with him in the profeflion of the fame righte- 
ous CAUSE, againit facrilegious and tyratinical domination in 
Church or State. What was his crime ? He was ftedfaft in the Cove- 
nant : they turned afide like a deceitful Bow. The criminous party had 
the Sword, and innocency fuffered. Evenfoit is now. To omit his 
yejedtion and confinement by the Long Parliament, after theirreturn 
to take their Seats afrefhin the HOUSE, 2659. his laft Scene of 
Sufferings was under the prefent Powers. 

Under this variety of Perfecutors and Perfecution, he notably ex- 
perienced the truth of that Apoftolical Argument for the Refurrectt- 
on; If ix this Life onely, we have hope inChrift, we are of all men moft 
miferable, 1 Cor.15.19. He took that courfe in the face of all affronte 
and contradictions of fianers, (of one kind or other,from firft to laft} 
which thewed the imvincible fteaddineffe and chaftity of his {puit. 
What he vigoroufly profecuted when he was active, he ratified ape 
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(107) 
fealed with his blood, (and all the tendencies thereunto, by witnelfing a 
good Confeffion) fince he was paffive. He food up for the defence of the 
Lives and Liberties of his Country-men,and loft his own Liberty and 
Life for his paines: As a true lover of his Nation, he boldly aflerted 
the Rights thereof at the laft pufh, to the faces of thofe that have fuf- 
ficiently declared themfelves enemies thereunto, in condemning him, if 
What he could do or fuffer more for his Countrey than he did, ig | 
fomewhat difficult to fay. 
His two years imprifonment under this power, was by meer will 
and pleafure (no:particular crime being laid to his charge) in direé& | 
contradi€tion to the fundamental Laws and Liberties of Englilimen, (i 
ftaccdin MAGN A (HART A, Chap. 29. Feflust heathen 
Judge;deemed this unreafonable in Paui's cafe, Ad. 25.27. It feem- i 
eth to me unreafonable (faies he) to fend one as aPrifouer,and not with - i 
al tofigufy the crimes laid againft him, °Tis againft the Law of nature, 
the confcience and common light of Reafon in all Mankind, that an 
man fhould be fo dealt with. For their maf injurious underhand- 
dealing, in picking up a charge ( while he was kept two years clofe. 
prifoner )» and procuring Witnefles againtt him by threats or promi- 
fes, together with their proceedings about him at the Grand Jury and 
Kings Bench, I do once for all refer you to the Narrative of his Try- 
al. Tyeferve onelya liberty of {peaking fomething in general, as to 
the difficulty of his circumftances in the tryal, and for particulars, to 
lay before you the main pafla ges of the Jews proceedings with Chrift, 
trufting them and you together, to make the application. I take hint 
for this latter branch of my tiberty,from one of his occafional {peeches 
recorded in his Tryal. Mention being made by a Friend, of the cruel 
proceedings again{t him; Alm, faidhe, what a-do they keep to make a 
poor creature like his Saviour ? 
He was an able Common-Wealths-Man anda true Believer 3 two dan- 
gerous qualifications to Church-and State, as this world goes. He 
had remarkable infight in the Politie of the true Common-wealth of 
Lfrael, the Holy Ferufalem that will flortly come down from God out of 
Heaven, Rev. 21. This cave him no {mall aime at what he ought to 
be doing in the Common-wealth of England, as preparatory thereun- 
to. What was done in the day of {mall things, (when the Nation was 
delivered: from: its taskmafters ) was not defpicable in its feafon, 
though a cloud benow drawn over it. *Twas aufual faying with him, 
_ Come what would, every thing was upon the right Wheel, in the wife con- 
trivemernt of God, for the accomplilhing of hes righteous defignsin the world, 
But confidering matters. betwixt man and.man:; thatexpcitulation, 
4a O 2 Ecelef, 
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Ecele(. 2.15. (Why was I then more wife 2?) may feem to be fairly in- 
tefprétable into this fencé + That true wifdom is.a creat difadvan= 
tage to aman in this difordered world,.where’tis the fathion for luft, 
will, and pleafure to bear {way, againft Scripture; Law, and Reafon. 
Perfons of the beft rational abilities and moft confcience, have ufual- 
ly been deftroyed in Courts of Judicature (fo called) thtoughourthe 
world,in all times. Aman of Reafon and Con{cience, calledforth to 
declare his mind; cannot afford to gratifie the corrupt humors 8c lufts 
of men (that put good for evil, and evil for good, light for darkue(s, and 
darkne{s for light, ( Efay 5.20.). much lefs, become one in ‘pirit and 
principle with thofe that fo do) and then he muft die: When truth 
failes,and every thing ts caked by a wrong name, good evil and evil goods 
menabhor him that [peaketh uprightly; they hate hina that reprovethin 
the gate, Amos 5. 10, . 
If the foundations be deftroyed what can the righteous do? Plat. 13. 3. 
Yea, or what can he fay ?. when the Soveraignty and infinitely moft 
Supream Legiflative power of God and Chritt himfelf is fet at naught; 
there’s the main Foundation gone, as’to the righteous man’s defence 
amonefthis fellow mortals. If Judges that have no fear of God be~ 
fore their eyes,be on the Bench,then long fchrowls of I knowenot what 
muft be formed up and read againft the moft faithful’ Patriots and 
choice(t Chriftians, as not having the fear of God before their eyes, 
and fentence accordingly mu{t be pronounced againft them by oné 
ruful wight or other,that’s. an enemy to all trueLaw and right Reafon. 
This fore of Cattel have not been wanting in any place or time. 
Queen Fezebe/ could find them in Fezreel ; Judges and witnefles of 
Belial againtt Naboth, and away goes his Life, and the (notlong af- 
ter ) tothe Dogs, 1 King. 2z.and 2 King. 9. Such Judges. as have 
no fear of God before theireyes, what will they {tick at ? Allbinferi- 
ourand fubordinate Foundations of the righteous mans fafety, all the 
aws, Rights, and Liberties’ of any Nation will fignify little with 
Judges fo qualified and fitted to abufe and murder any righteous men 
that are brought before them. See the boldnefs of the Kings, Rulers 
and People of the earch, notonelyin flighting but down-right bid- 
ding defiance to the Soveraignty of God and Chrift, Father and Son, 
with the Laws of both, P/al, 2..2,3. The Kings of the Earth fet them- 
felves, and the Rulers take Counfel together, againft the Lord, and againfh 
his Chrifé; there’s their Soveraignty affronted.. Then they faygeerf. 
3. Let us break their bands afunder, and caft away their cords from ws s 
there are their Lawes rejefted, Then, if the antientfundamental 
Lawes of Liberties of any Nation be flighted, laid afide, or pull’dup 
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( 109 
by the roots,and mifchief eftablithed by fome new one ; with this ad. 
vantage, the bafeft.of men may gather themfelves together againtt the 
foul of the. righteous, and condemn innocent blood, Pfal.o4, 20,21, 
If over and-beyond all this, there be fuch Wicked Judges to be found, 
that neither fear God, nor regard that which is the man in man, Rea- 
fon, but onely that corrupt State Reafon-thatlies in point blank con. 


tradiction thereunto ; if. fuch: be, tobe. founds who will venture by 
their fuperadditional gloifes to ftretch.a mifchievous new Law be- 
yond the proper fignificancy of its Words, to ferve their prefent pur- 
pofe ; yea, orif they dare, even beyond all this, lay down their mee 

arbitrary aflertions, ( that have not the lea(t hint for them in {uch a 
new madé Law) which will pafs wich Jurors fora legak ground of ta 


king-away ones Life; A righteous man-in thefe circumttances has an 
exceeding hard time on’c. Beyond all this yet, if a provifo-Foundatij- 
on for fecuring an innocent perfons Life, any voluntary unfought for 
grant, (made upon a fuppofal that all other Foundations of his fecurit 
thould fail him ) if this.alfo be laid afide and flighted, ( though the 
word of a King, in anfwer to. the Petition of a Parliament, amounting 
in effect to an A& of Parliament ) “where’s the righteous man then ? 
gone, without remedy ; But whither? from earth to heaven, A fad 
lofs tous, a great gainto him. Sure fomething will come down 
from heaven amonglt us er’e long for fuch doings, A righteous man 
ina cafe fo.circimitanced, (which I have thus taken Liberty accord. 
ing tomy word, to fpeak a little toin general ). what camwhe fay 
inhis jult defence, that his Accufers and Judges will not call Treafon, 
and be ready to form upa new Charge again{t him for,if commanded 
Thus the Jews ferved Chrift ; (and fo I pafs to the other branch of 
my referved liberty, the confideration of particulars.in the cafe of the 
leading Sufferer.) Ye have beard the blalphemy, (fates the high Prieft) 
he hath {poken bla{phemy, what further need have we of Witnelfes 2 What 
think ye?

‘The chief Priefts, Elders and all the Council foughr falfe Witneffes as 
gainft Fefusto put himto death: They tamper with many, yet for a good 
while find-none but fuch as are infufficient to do their work, either 
through the invalidity of the matter teftified,or inconfiftency of their 
te{timony, for they agreed not. To murder him they were refolved, 
all they fought for was a colourable pretext. de length come two falfe 
witneffes (well paid, “tis like, for their pains ) which fay; this fellow 
faid, I am able to deftroy the Temple of God and build it in three dayes s 
whereas his words were ( Foh. 2,209.) deffroy ye this Temple, his Bo- 
dy, ( fothey did ) avd inthree dayes I will raife it up; fohe did. But 
what a feeble teftimony was here to go about to take away a man’s 
Life upon, in cafe it Were true, thar he {pake thefe words, and that,in 
their fence, concerning the material ftru€ture of the figurative Tem- 
ple ? They lie at catch therefore for fome word from his own mouth at 
the bar,to carry on the work. Very little twas he fpoke there. He lets 
the falfe witnedles pafs uncontrolled: an{wers not a word, though de- 
manded by the high Prieft, AZar.26.61,63. Then thehigh Prieft falls 
tointerrogating, tries-what new matter for a charge he can get out 
of him by Quettions. Yea, he adjures himto tell them whether he be the 
Chrift, the Son of God. Chriftdenies it not. Now ‘they reckon they 
have enough. They flight their falfe witnefles. They are now Judges 
and Witneffes too, themfelves, and that im a matter of far greater 
confequence, bla[phemy ; he makes himfelf the Son of God, fay they. 
Then they hurry him away before Pi/ate the Romane Deputy, where 
the chief-Priefts and Elders that fat as his Judges in the other Court, 
turn his Accufers, vehemently urging and witnefling many things a- 
eaintt him beforePilate, and he lets all pafs, an/wers not a word. Yea, 
though minded of it, and urged by Pilate to fpeak for himfelf, nota 
word could they get of him, fay or do what they would, He’s a Mute. 
Tt feems their Teftimony,in Pilates judgement,amounted to very lit- 
tle ; forafcer all, he asks them, What evil hath he done >? Their an- 
fweris, Ler him be crucified, Bruits! Oh, but (fay they) we have a 
Law, and by our Law he ought to dye, becaufe he made himfelf the Sonof 
God. ’Yis a dangerous thing amongft men, for Chrift or his fellow- 
heirs, toown themfelves to be the Sons of God, Heirs of the heavenly 
Kingdom, though they give no difturbance or juft occafion of offence to. 
any Kings in their worldly Thrones.Men will be laying their headsto~ 
gether,to frame fome mifcievous Law again{t them,to call them Bla/- 
phemers, & then put them to death forit. They will call that Herefy, 
whichis the only right way of wor/hrpping the God of ourF athers, 8 then

But Pilate yet feeks to releafe Chrift, All that is faid yet, will not 
do itwith him. *Twas a cuftom: to deliver fome one Prifoner at the 
Fealt; he asks them therefore, Shall J deliver Chrift-or Barabbas? 
Now Barabbas was.arobber and a Murtherer. They cry out all at One ey 
like madmen ; away with this man, and releafe unto ws Barabbas,. Men 
will rather favour Murderers and Robbers than Chrift and his follow- 
ers. Pilate willing yet to releafe fiefs, ( Chrift had the better on’t of 
our Prifoner, as to the Lord chief Juftice that fat upon him.) {peaks 
once.again tothem of it. But they hold to their old tone, cry erucifie 
him, crucifie him, He replied yet again, Why 2 what evil hath he done 2 
T find no canfe of death in him. But they were imftant with loud voices, re~ 
quiring that he might be crucified. Pilate fayestothem, What? Shall I 
crucify your King ? The chief Prieft anfwered,we have no kiag but C afar. 
Andhere they take hint for anew charge again{t him, that it will high- 
Jy concern Pilate to take notice of. Jf thou let thts man go, (fay they) 
thon art not ( e[ars friend... Whofoever maketh bimfe elf a King, [peaketh a- 
ganft Cafar, Then Pilate complies with them. The voices of the 
People, and the chief Priett prevailed; fo he paffes fentence, that it 
fhould be as they required, 

Tis the legally religious party all along,that accufe, profecute and 
deliver up Chriftand his followers into the hands of finners among 
the Gentsles, and fo, have the greater fin,as Chrift told Pilate, But P: 
date alfo, however he may flatter himfelf and wath his hands of it, he 
can’t Wath his heart, or render himfelf guittlefs of the blood of that juff 
Man, as his Wife, ( being admonithed ina dream ) warned him to 
keep himfelf. ’Tisfaid, both by Ramsane Hiftorians and Greek, Wri- 
ters of the Olymapiads, that Pilate was accufed by the Fews to the Ro- 
mane Senate, and fo continually vexed bythe Emperour Cajzs Caligu- 
da, that about the Year 39, being five or fix years after the Pafhion, he. 
killed himfelf with his own hand. | 

But what truth had that faft charge init,that he made him(elf a King, 
orhad {poken anything againft Cefur ? Thefe very Jewes themfelves: 
would fain have had him owned himfelf as their temporal King, to de. 
liver them from.the Romane Yoke: fo indeed, they. were the Traytors, 
if any body. Pilate himfelf had been pulled off the bench, if that 
could have bin. But Chrift would notaccept the offer, though as the: 
Son of David in a dire line, the temporarySoveraignty might feem to- 
be his right. He perceived they would take him by force,to make him a 
; King

King, and away wenthe to a mountain himfelf alone, Joh. 6. ry, 
And in his anfwerto their enfnaring queftion about tribute, he quite 
non-pluft and filenced them, Give (faieshe ) unto Cafar the things 
that are Cafars, Mat. 22. 15, 22. Be fubje& to his jurifdiGtion in 
temporals , the outward actions and concerns of your bodily 
life ; yea, though forc’d by the Romane {word to promife allegiance 
tohim. Feremy tutored the Fews to likeeffe&; to fubmit to Nebz- 
chadnexzar,though a forreign Prince and Conquerour. And’God him- 
felf efpoules Webuchadnexzars quariel againtt: Zedekiah, calling the 


engagement he made with Nebuchadnezzar, HIS Covenant, and HIS 


Oath, and holding himfelf concerned in point of honour, to recom- 
penfe the breach of it upon Zedekiah’s head, Ezek, 17,11, 2%, Ze- 
dekiah fignifies, the. righteou[nefs of Fab or Fehovah. Thisname was gi- 
ven him by Nebuchadnezzar, to intimate. to him, that if he broké Co- 


venant, the righteoufnefs of the Lord would norfuffer him to feape 


unpunifhed. Accordingly it came to pafs. ‘He is taken by the Caldean 
Souldiers, brought to the head Quarters'at Riblah, a place between 
Ferufalem and Tyre, where Nebuchaduexxar: lay to hear thenews from 
both his Leagures before thofe famous Cities. There a Council of War 
fics on him the fentence is, That hes fous:be Vldin before his.eyess then, 
that his-eyes be put out, and that he be carried prifoner to: Babylon, whete 
he died not long after.

may be has none at all) then Ce/ar himfelf. is to blame, as a facrile- 
sious intruder into the proper Rights of Chrifts Kingdom ; fee he so 
that. They are: commended of God, that confeientioufly deny him 
obediénce therein, as molt jultly refufing to become fervants of men in 
things perteining ugto God, 1.Cor, 7. 23. | 
lt was fuggetted, The King could not be fafe whileV_AN E was alive. 
Why ? what wouldhe do? Noman more diflwaded from popular tu- 
mults, (even againft this power that God hath permitted to» be 
brought over us) then he, His demeanour in thispoifit was much 
like that of Jeremy amongitthe Fews, who diflwaded them from con-

fore Pilate, but let Pilate take it as he would 2 If his ations would 
noi {peak for him, he was content. Was this a crime tn Chrift 2° Is 
there not ratheran emphafis laid upon this regardlefnefs. of a felf-de- 
fence, (while his heart was fixed upon a publick ‘good ) as a fingular 
ingredient into the excellen¢y of the fufferings of that Captain of our 
Salvation? And fhall the fame deportment be reckoned culpable in 
his followers? No man could take away Chrift’s Life from him : 
Were Pilate and the Fews then cuiltlefs in fhedding his innocent. 
blood? No. Is Chrifta fele de fe, a felf-murderer, becaufe he laid 
down his Life of his own aceord ® Neither. Gods hand and counfel 
had determined it fhould.be fo, A&t. 4. 27,28, The Jews were molt ex- 
ecrable murderers of the Lord of glory for all that, and refponfible 
forit. Prlate had his fhare init too, by yeilding up his own reafon 
and confcience, eitherto the violent importunities and moft irra- 
tional out-cries of the Fews, ( who faid, away with bins, away with 
him, let him be-crucified ) ox to their moft falfe and flanderous infinu- 
ations of Treafon, charactering him as an enemy to the Crown and 
dignity of Cafar, which they could make ho proof of, 
Werte all the affronts and injuries that were put upon this truly’ 
Chriftian Common-Wealths- Man ( who was indeed, for what others 
talked of, the J iberty of Men as Men, and Chriftians as Chriftians ) 
well and orderly fet togecher, it would be difficult to find a Parallel 
proceeding for Injuftice, next that againft Chrift,in all Hiftory, humane 
of Uvine. VIOLENCE and WRONG jn ftead of RIGHTEOUSNES 
and TRUTH, were weighed out to him by thofe that pretended to hold the 
Scales of Fufiice inthe hands, Pfal. 58.2. Bur Fud gement {hall return 
to Righteoufnefs, Plal. o4.15. Righteoufnefs will come at laft to have 
Judgement pafied on its fide. They feem to be parted, while wicked 
men are juftified and the righteous condemned. This Sufterer did ufually 
difcourfe of andexpe& a failer of all vifible reliefs to good men, when 
others little dream’t of it. But has the righteous man no remedy in 
fuch afeafon ? He would familiarly invite others with himfelf to caft 
their thoughts upow what is fignitied, ( Ecclef. 5. 8. among{t many 
other Scriptures ) in way of retolution to this Querie, If thoufee# 
the oppreffion of the peor, and violent perverting of Fudgement and Fu. 
flice in 4 Province, margel not (or be not difmaied) ar the matter: for be 
that # higher thanthe highe/t, rarer: and there be higher shan they:

Vie Angels are higher than the higheft powers amongft men, in the Ma-

original {pring and eternal root of all juft Magiftracy, in Chitft and

ab The holy angels wilk not fail to exercife their Magiftracy in an ex- 

an a& fubferviency unto and confonancy with Chrift. When the Monar- 

chy of thiswWorld, lodged-fora feafon inthe hands of men, is degene- 

rated from the golden head of it in Nebuchadnezzar, to the iron leggs 

and feet of it, part of tron, part of clay, fo as that itis become extream- 

ly univerfally, & remedilefsly opprefiive to righteous men, then 1s: the 

| feafon for thofe angelical powers ( that put {even years interruption 

even to the golden head ) to come forthin a general difpenfation of 

juttice, to pluck up by the roots every thing that offends Chrift and 

his followers, allthe world over. Thefe Principalities and Powers, 

thefe invifible Thrones and Courts of Judicature, have from the be- 

cinning,; and all along this worlds duration, been in theexercile of a 

fuperintending Magittracy over the higheft powers amongft men. In 

purfuancé of the decrees of thefe watchers, (Daz. 4.17.) Thefe 

obfervers of the wayes of men, (as Hefiod calls them ) in fubfervi- 

ency to Chrift, have particular Angels been fent forthand commiffi- 

ened to punith the proud infulting Monarchs, .and bruitith People of 

this world, and to'minifter for the heirs of falvation, Hed. 1, 14. 

The Sodomites,when they aflaulted Lor, were {mitten with blindnefs 

by two.Angels that Chrift fent that way, while he tarried with Abra- 

ham, Gen. 18, 22. and Chap. 19, 11. So were the Syrian Army be- 

fore Dorham ferved by the like angelical powers, at Eli{ha’s prayer, 

2 King..6. 18. By thete were the. two Captains.and their fifties flain 

at Ehah’s prayer, 2 King. 1.9,12. Seventy thoufand Jews were flain 

by the Angel that David-faw by Araanah’s threfhing-floor, 2. Sam. 

24..15;17. An Angel meets. with Bi/aam. to ftop him in his cove- 

tous and ambitious defign,for the effective curfing or contriving mil- 

chief to thofe whom God had blefled. He caufed the very dumb Affe, 

by {peaking with man’s voice;to reprove the madnefs of the Prophet, 

2 Pet. 2.16, An Angel in one night exectites one hundred eghty 

five thoufand Affjrians before Ferufalem, 2 King. 19.35. Amhott of 

Angels appears at Aahanaim to Jacob, to relieve him againtt E/as, 

Gen.32.1,2. King Herod in all ins Hourith of outward pomp,making 

an eloquent Oration to them of Tyre and Sidon, and owning that flat- 

tering thout and acclamation of the People,it % rhe vorce af a God and 
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not of a Man, was immediately {mitten by an Angel, becaufe he pave not 
God the glory, aud was eaten of worms, Att, 12, 20,23. Many things 
of like nature have been oft performed by Angelical powers, in a way 
of difcountenance to corrupt Worldly Magiftrates,& for the protecti- 
on of good men, heirs of falvation. They are the higheft meer crea- 
ture Powers, unto whom Chrift has. put this firtt world in fubjection, 
asisimplied, ( Heb. 2.5.). where! tis faid, Thathe hath net pat the 
world to come in [abjettion to them. There, that lower fort of glorified men 
above charactered, that have but the fingle portion of the fpiric, are 
equal to them ;-and thofe that have the double portion, will judge 
them, (1Cor,6,3.) or be fcituated in a fuperiority of life and difcern- 
ing to thofe Princspalliries and Powers in heavenly places, Ephef, 3. 10, 

-Thefe miniftring Spirits (we fee) have often come forth to preferve 
the bodily Life of Saints from the rapacious talons of corrupted 
worldly Magiftracy, at fome certain critical feafons and junQures of 
time, that the main defignes of Chriftin the world requiredit, But 
this has been but checker work, a white and a black, The fame per- 
fons that have been relieved atone time,. have been left expofed at a- 
nother, to the rage and violence of their fellow mortals. E/iah had 
Angels at hand to deltroy the Captaines and their Companies , that 
came to apprehend him:another while,upon Fexabels menaces,he flies 
and hides for his life. And many thoufands of Saints have been abu- 
fed and loft. their lives under the tyrannical powers of this world, 
which Satan is called the God of; But when the time draws near for 
him to be bound and fealed up in the bottomlefs pir, the good angels 
will come forth in amore general, vifible, and univerfal difcovery, 
and exercife of their magiftratical power, in affociation with therifen 
Witnefles, and at their prayer of Faith, will do execution {peedily 
and ifrefaftibly,on any that thall affront their perfons. or teftimony, 
(Rev.11,)asis above fignified. This they will do,in the preparatory 
work to Chnifts perfonal coming forthto reign. And when he comes 
himlelf,thefe arethat flaming fire,in or by which he will rake vengeance on 
them that know not God and obey not bis everlafting Gofpel ; andiowill ic 
be all along the thoufand years Reign.

He that conquers by killing, overcom¢s but 
men, he that conquers by dying, overcomes the Devil. His falfe 
friends conquered their enemies by killing thems: he’ tried another 
and the furer way of Conquelt, (though myftical ) to conquer them 
by being killed by them. Hz has more advantaged a good CAUSE 
and condemned a bad one, done his honeft Countrey-men.more fex- 
vice, and his enemies more diflervice by his death, ( as Sampfon fer- 
ved thePAili/fives )then before in all his Life,though that aifo were ve- 
ry confiderable. If death were not the nobleft, moft excellent and cer- 
tain way of conquelt, would the great Captaine of our Salvation have 
ledus that way ? Are we followers of that Captain, unlefs, we 20 
the fame way he went? They that conquer by killing others, are {till 
fubject to death themtelves; Yea, to be killed’ by ome remainders 
of thofe they conquered. They that conquer by dying, are no longer 
fudject to death. °1% appointed anto man once to die, No rage or power 
of man cari take away this Martyrs Life the fecondtime, __ 

‘Tis trus; Chrift himtelf offered up fupplications with firong crying and 
teares, untohim that was able tofave him from death, and was heard in 
that he feared, (Heb. 5.7.) that.is, was delivered fromthe fear of 

eath before hand, and out of the jawes of it after, for it was not pof~ 
fiole he {hould-be holden of it, ASt. 2,24. This difciple of-his, prayed for 
the fame thing, and he didexperience and fay, Death fhrunke from 
him, not he fiom it. He had experienced the sood hand of God in de- 
livering him fiom Deaths oft,and when the feafon was come,he found 
that Death it felf would prove the greateft deliverance that he ever 
hadin all his life, So he experienced the delivering hand of God from 
Death oft, and by Death once, which was the accomplifhment of all 
his formerideliverances. -He.did losk Deathin the fice with -aazrue 
chearful boldnets, not ina tran{port, or diflembled courage, (as is

ulual) butin a fixed compoiure and full vigor of all big natuzal fenfes 
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‘To be thus delivered from the fear of Death, is more then to be deli= 
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vered from Death. So to be delivered from all inordinate love of our 
natural Life and the concerns thereof, is a greater mercy then to be 
gratified with a confluence of all worldly defirables, Afl the Crowns 
and Scepters of this world are fhort of this frame of mind, crucified 
to things feen. «Alexander put fo greata value upon a fhadow-of this, 
in Diogenes, that he faid, Were he not Alexander he would he Diogenes. 
The Conqueror accounted a deadnefs to the whole fcene of outward 
Vanities, the beft condition, next to the having all at command. 
Had he not been partial he might have reckoned it better. He foon 
after lofthis world and himfelf together, in‘a drunken fit at Babylon, 
the common Rendevouz for bruitith pomp under three of the four 
worldly Monarchies, Affyrian, Perfian, and Greek, : 
The love of this world ws enmity to God, and breeds in us the fear of 
man, that can déprive us of what we love’; and the fear of man brings 
a{nare; will keepus from witnefling a good confeffion as Chrift did, 
If we fear them that cankill the Body, we thall never be bold in a good 
caufe before wicked Judges. yet As = 
This Patriot feared not Death, and therefore did-as boldly, fully; 
and clearly aflert his Countries Rights and Liberties at their Bar, as 
he had before for many years together, on all occafions, in the Parlia- 
ment Houfe, His ftedfaltnefs in the Faith, in the: Covenant ; his 
conftancy for the publick Interelt, rendered him very uniolicitous as 
to his own perfondl concerns 6r Life: And ‘wharc mutt all this ‘be 
tearmed: by his enemies 2° This {teadinefs and boldnefs of f{pirit in 
aflerting the Caufe 6f God and thefe Nations'to the Dzach, which is 
highty efteemed of God and all good men, is by his biuitith adverla- 
ries called, 4x impudent defence of his Tredfon, He was well fteeled 
and made of God with Jeremy, as an iron pillar'and brazen walles ae! 
gain{t any impudence or trealon that others: could afftont him with 
under a face of authotity.’ He evidently preferred thé Lives and Li- 
berties of all the knowing honeft-hearted people in the Nation, to his 
own. He was couragious therefore ‘in the defence of them, What 
thought his enemies of this ? “Ready they weie to charge. him 
with fuch deportment in his Trial and on the Scaffold, towards them 
and the king,as Fob was-ruly charged with by E/ihu againlt God, (Fob 
34.37.) He addeth rebellion to his fin,he clappeth his hands amongft 
us, and multiplieth his words againft the King. What were the words? 
can any tell ? They multiplied their words againft God, the Laws of 
England andhim, He refitted them unto blood, This was the higheft 
demonftration of his fincerity that was poffible to be given) and the 
greatelt 
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ereateft victory over all his eddies that was polfible to be obteined. 
Cromwels victories are {wallowed up of Death : hehas (wallowed up 
Deathit {elf into victory, and is gone in the Charet of falvation to 
receive his Crown from the hands of Chrift, ( 2Tiw. 4. 7, 8. ) 
which’no man by any treachery or force can ever take from Him, 
He let fall his mantle, left his body behind him, that he had worn nine 
and forty years, and is gone to keep his everlafting Jubile in Gods 
Reft. ’Tisall’ DAY with him now, no night or forrow more, no 
prifons ordeath. He is gone from a place, where fo much as the 
righteoufnels of man can’c be endured, He is gone to a place where 
the righteoufnefs of God is the univerfal garbe of all the inhabitants. 
He is gone tothat better City, the New-Ferufalem. He had ferved 
his generation in his mortal Body, done his work, and wis clad to 
fall a fleep, and go look for his reward fome where elfe. You fee what 
this ingratefal world has afforded him for all his kindnefs ;. reproach, 
prifons, ‘and death ; he had need have other returns fome where. 
Great t his reward tn heaven. He was a burning and fhining light, 
he burned hotter and fhined brighter in heavenly life and light under 
all the injuries of this perfecuting world, fo that his laft works were 
his beft. So death was to hima great gain. If any fit down by the 
lofs, “tts we that furvive him. But he left this comfortable word be- 
hind hime; God would never want inftruments to do his work, Yet we 
may fay; The honourable Counfellour is taken fro thee ( O England ) 
this day, whofe worth few knew. A famous Mafter in our I [rael, 2 taken 

from our beads, and who lates it rightly to heart 2 “His enemies were afraid 

of him, as Saul of David, becaufe the Lord was with him: i Sam, 18. 
12. Pharaoh, though but a heathen Prince,was of another mind con- 
cerning Jofeph. He adviled with his Council about appointing fome 
difcreet, wife man over the Landof Egypt ; and of Fofeph-he faith, 
Can we find {uch a one as thts, a man inwhom the [pirit of God w ? So Fo= 

feph became chief Ruler in Egyp: under feveral Kings fourfcore, years 
together, from.the thirtieth to the hundred and tenth year of his 
age. The like great authority fell to Daviels thare, (as aman of this 
more excellent {pirit ) in Babylon, under feveral Afjrian ox Baby- 
lowifh, and Perfian Monarchs, 

‘Tis a fign Monarchy is notorioufly desenerated, that perfons of 
Jofeph’s and Daniels {pirit are for that-ve y.reaion hated andflain, for 
which they were advanced even in heathen Srates. The enemies of 
tais 2vglith Fof-ph and deliverer , were of the right Satanick fpirit ; 
hated him only for following the thing that goodis, They that render 
evil for good are mine adverfariesin the original *tis, are Satan, Pfal.38. 
20, Q. Men 
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Men of the excellent fpirit,do now find fad entertainment, People 
flock together, and,every one is ready to aét his part, towards the 
fhedding of their innocentblood; Judges, Jurors, Witneffes, Coun- 
fellors.. No: time .muft be granted, all muftsbe huddled up In. a 
ttice, when they. are making hafte to deftroy them.. And they 
are ready to fay (as the Fewes of Chrift) Hx blood be upon us ant 
on eur children, Itis not like to be alone upon them, they muft take a 
heavier load with it. Upon the abettours and contrivers of this muy- 
der ( ifthey repent not ) will come-all the blood that has been thed 
upon the earth, from the blood of righteous Abe/; to the lat drop of 
the innocent blood that they have or fhall farcher {pill. Precious inthe 
fight of the Lora ws the death of hws Saints, Pfal. 116.1 5. God will be 
foundly payd for their blood. He will nor fail to encreafe his Wealth 
by their price, Pfal. 44. 12, | 

One main ground of the unjuft proceedings of worldly Powers. a- 
gaint righteous and confcientious men, is Reafon of State; which 
ufually brings the moft fignal defolation upon them, by that very 
means whereby they thought to prevenrit. With what a vengeance 
this thing called Reafon of State has been repayed, we may obferve in 
alf times and places. 

Pharaoh for ‘Reafons of State murthered the Male-Children, and 
fought to fupprels the Hebrews by cruel bondage.. No meflages from 
God, though accompanied with Prodigies, could {top him in his 
courfe, till he was payd home, once for all,in the Red Sea, 

Reafon of State made Saul {eek the mine of David, Abfolon lie with 
his Fathers Concubines, Feroboam feek the eftablifhment of himfelf . 
by his Calf-worfhip, thereby diftinguithing his people in Religion 
from the feruf{alem-Worlhip under another King. Thaw made Herod 
feek Chrift’s life, and deftroy the male Children about Bethlehenz. 
The made the Jews and Pilate crucifie him, leaft Cefar fhould deftroy 
their Nation, whereas for that very thing they came to be deflroy’d 
by Cefar ; and what end all the othex,with many like examples came 
to, I refer you to the Scriptures,and other authentick Hiflories,to en- 
quire. 

Caiaphas faid of Chrift, Ls was expedient that one man lhonld dye for 
the people. The like was urged againtt this follower of Chrift. Here’s 
another Reafon of State. And-he declared himfelf content tobe any 
thing God thould permit them to make of him : to be handledas 
Fetul was, reckoned as the filth of the world, the off. {couring of all things, 
1 Cor, 4.13. The word there is metxale?ua]e, Which relates to the 
heathenifh cufiome of culling our flaves o¢ other contemptible per- 
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fons, to offerup to the devil, as expiatory facrifices to purge from 
fome National guilt they had contragted, and fodeliver them from 
fome National judgement they lay under. a 

Be the adverfaries Reafons of State what they will, they have done 

all they can do to this lover of his Countrey and the Laws thereof: 
But I would willingly have their underftandings difabufed in one 
point. Let them not think they have conquered him. They knew him 
not. He judg’d his Judges at the Bar. He triumphed over his executi- 
oners on the Scaffold, R, and the reft. Such a publick execution was 
more eligible then to have lingred out fome {mall time ina prifon, as 
a condemned perfon, liable tovany arbitrary afterclaps, on any fugure } 
motion or pretence of motion in our troubled Sea: He had more eafe, 
God more glory, the honeft party of the Nation and their jul®CAUSE 
more advantage, and why may I not fay, his moft intimate friends 
and deareft Relations more comfort in this way of his deliverance, 
once for all ? | 

He did fully comply with that rational notion of the heathen Philo- | 
fophers, concerning his mortal body, That it was one of his prifons, from 
which he could receive no final difcharge (as he might from others ) but 
by death, Right joyful he was to lay afide this-burthenfome weight 
and goto his Father. Hz heart was fixed, trufting inthe Lord, Hewas 
not therefore afraid or any way ftartled at evil tydings,but did fing and give 
praife, that bw full redemption drew fo near, Pfal. 112. 6,7. and 
108.1. : 

When the Sheriffs Chaplain came very gravely to him at the 
midnight before his execution, ( the molt difmal, unfeafonable, 
andunufual time for fuch meflages) he told him he was come to 
bring him, as he called it, the fatal meflage of Death. On this, the 
Lord prefently caftinto his mind that whichis written (Zech. 3.4.) 
tointimare tohim, That he was now taking away his filthy garments, 
with intention to give him change of raiment, that his mortal might pet on 
immortality. Thus his Mortality came to be [wallowed ap of Life, and 
Death and the Grave into Vittory. 

Prefently after his receit of that meflage of Death, he laid him 
down and flept, for the Lord fuftained him, Pfal. 3. 5. When his Rela- 
tiohs and Acquaintance came about himvin the morning, he told them 
he did not look upon that meflage of Death, as having any thing at all 
of difmalnefs in it. 

The World was no longer worthy of him, He is therefore’gone 
from the earth. But his Perfon and righteous Teftimony /hall be had in 
everlafting remembrance, Plal, 112.6, His eye was fixed wpon a better 
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Cauntrey, the Saints everlafting: Reft. There the wicked ceafe from tron. 
bing, and the weary-are-at reff, Thofe that have been made Prifoners and 
out-cajisin thes world, as the off-{couring of all things, hall reft together 
there : They {hall no more bear the voice of the oppreffor, Job 3: 175-18, 
The prefent enjoyments and blefledne(s of this deceafed Saint,do fee 
hin clear outof the reach’of his enemies malice or my pen, He ftead- 
dily fees and unchangeably enjoyes what Paul ( before quite rid of his 
mortal body ) had but the tranfient view cf, in a fhort rapture, when 
caught up tothe third heaven, (.1 Cor, 12.) orinto that vifion of God 
in Chrift, that is exhibited to the double- portioned Saint, thatefits:on 
the Throne with Chrif, ’Tis the favourable pretence ef God in Chrift 
onely, that makes heaven to angels or men. God’s threefold vartous 
prefence with his Church,in and through Chrift,makes the thrée heaa 
vens. That pretence that is afforded inthe adequate intelligible form

ME DE, and many others have evidently and undeniable demon_ 
ftrated that Popery is. the very fink ofall the old Gentile Theologie of 
Demon Gods, in their worfhipping and praying to Angels and the 
fouls of deceated men, Some great Authors or Patrons and ddvancers 
of their moft ridiculous Idolatries, they have formally canonized for 
Saints, and do pray to their departed Souls,as Herce’s,a rank of Demi- 
Gods, inferiour to Angels. If any were more notortoufly vilein their 
idolatries, & more eminently ferviceable in the propagating & advan- 
cing thereof, & fo more ufeful to Demetrius 8¢ his fubordinate Shrine- 
makers, and Image-mongers, ( -Aél.r9. ) they have been advanced 
in their Apotheofes, after the manner of old heathenith Rome, into 
the very order of Demons or Angels, and fo their prayers to them as 
Well as to-fallen Angels, come properly under the title of Dxmono- 
latry,or Worthipping of Devils. Yea the mot fuperftitious abomina- 
tions and grofs bodily whoredoms that ever were found {catteredly 
up and down in any the moft bruitith heathen States fince the world 
began, are pack’d up all together, in the Papacy. They may fet up a 
Pantheon, a Temple for the Catholick or univer{al Wortthip of all the 
old heathen Gods, in all Nations, as old Romedid. Here’s their-Ca- 
tholick Religion, They fall dawn to Stoe 
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ks and worlbip Stones, craven 
ania 


molten Image sthe works of their Own hauds, They are fadly derided 
forit, with the reft of theit old brother-heathens, by God himfelf, at 
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large, Efay 44. They take a piece of wood with part whereof they roft their 


meat and warns ther hands, aid the refidue they make aGod. Horace, 
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aheathen Poet, fcofts at the fame folly, bringing in an Tinage that ap= 
plinds it {elf forits good hap, that when it was a rudemilhapen piece 
of wood, the Carpenter was thinking to put it to fome inferiour ufe, 
but all upon a {uddain it came into his head, to mikeita God. Yea, 
the very Turks abhor the Posith Imagery and’ Image-worthip , as 
more again{t the Common light of Reafon, than any thing they have 
in their Adabumetane Mofch’s or Parith Meeting-places. 1f JFohz 
then fhould have wondred to hear that {uch a heathenith Church as 
tne Komgane now is,and has long bin, (when reprefented to him in the 
Spirit, Principles, and grofs Idolatries thereof ) fhould be called the 
Whore of Babylon, might not all the world wondgr at fobs fot his 
paines ? He might indeed in {uch a-cafe, have wondred the other 
way ; that that fhould at all be called Myftical Babylon, as having fo 
much creditable refemblance of the true Spoufe of Chrift,as to pais for 
it. Thereisno fuch thing as grofs whoredom of body ortoul, in Re- 
ligron or Converfation, in tht whole World, if itbe notin the apo-= 
{tate Remane Church, in a tranf{cendent manner. | 

“Tis certainly then fome clearer, finer-fpirited Church, which 
Joha wondred fhould be called The Mother of Abominations ; fome 
fuch Church as he was ready to think, if Chrift hath any fuch thing 
as a chalte Spoufe upon earth, that will keep clofe to him and never 
apoftatize, thisis fhe. Thus Samuel faid of €liab, Feffe’s eldeft fon, 
Surely the Lords duointed ws before him, 1 Sam. 16.6, ’Tis anfwered 
there, The Lord feeth not as man feeth, verf. 7, That that man ad- 
mires and praifes, God regardes not ; and that which man regards 
not, is of higheft efteem with God. Paz! was no body with thofe that 
were wife and honourable in Chiilt, as to the glory of man, by him 
renewed in or put upon them, but mean while was he-whom the Lord 
commended, 1Cor,4. 10. 2Cor. 10.12. 18, 

But to help open your eyes, you fee Popery is fuch a mafs of grofs 
Idolatries and commonly difcernable Abominations, that the very 
prefent Magiftracy, whom you,are apt, it may be, to have fome hard 
thoughts of,would feem fo refolute againftit,as to make it criminous 
for any toblemith their repute with fuch flanderous imputations, as if 
they had the leatt intendment that way. 

If you chance to object ; How comes it to pals then, that all the more 
refined forts of ( hriftian Meetings are difturbed, killed,imprifoned, hurri- 
ed up and down frons pojt to pillar, grofsly abufed and injured before their 
Fud gement feats ,and the Mafs onely quiet, and what is next ithe dry,im-

hand? If you ask me fuch queftions as thefe, I fhall referre you for 
an antiver, to thofe whom it concerns. If you further expoftulate, and 
fay, though we may not fay Popery is intended, may we not think fo 
when we fee all this? What muft we dowirh ou; eyes then? No 
great matter what become of fuch eyes as could not fee all this before 
band. Some Caffandra’s.amongtt you did, but the credulous multitude 
thought otherwife, and carried it. Prefbyterians and Tradefmen thought 
to have made a fairer game of it, then it proves. I am neither. But I 
know Trading is dead, and “Prefbyterianifme {eems to be fomewhat 
near giving up the Ghott ; fcarc@a [tone is like to be left upon fione 
im our myftical earthly Ferufalem, or Church-formes, any more than 
once im the litteral City and Temple. 


Ple tell youty mind in fhort ; I reckon the Rowsufh party but the - 


tail of that fecond Beaft, that had horues like the Lamb, (Rev.13.11,) 
if any part th@reof at all. It may rather feem to be the head or moft 
flourifhing appearance of the firft, the heathenith Romane Monarchy, 
guilded over'with nothing but the meer Name and Title of Chriftia- 
nity, And fo all thofe Kings of the earth, that fide and trike in there- 
with, are together with this palpable Ronit trumpet, but of the fame 
nature and mettal with the old heathen Monarchy, of Rome,refembied 


by the iron part of the feet and toes of Nehuchadnezzars Prophetical | 


image, as the elder heathen Rome was refembled by the iron egs, Dan. 
2. 33. The clay reprefents myftical Babylon,or that foftened, reform. 
ed Church-ftate, of fuch a People in Covenant with God, as may a- 
gain become no People. Thefe two parties fhall labour to mingle to- 
gether and cleave one to another, in order to keep out the true fpiri- 
tual worlhipper, who has been in the Wildernefs above this twelve 
hundred years, excluded out of both their Synagogues,and is now up- 
oa return into power. But thefe two parties, refembled by srozand 
clay, though they affay to mix and cleave together, can’c hold fo long, 
and when they clafh, guets which is like to have the worlt on’t, iron 
or clay. : 

From amoneft you, O profeffors, have there been, that have fate 
with thofe now returned into power,-as at one table, toconfule and 
contrive how you. may’ both rid your hands and the world of the {piri- 
tual worfhipper and true heir. The hearts of the Kings or chief Leade 


ers amongft you both, have been fet to fpeak lies and do mifchief to

fome, may many, of you ; I with all had. 
You once made full account you had for ever fhaken hands with 
Popery and prophanefs, fo as never more to enter again into any Ccor- 
re{pondence with either.’ Has not your blind zeal and enmicy againft 


the fpiritual.believer and his Teftimony, fo far tranfported you, as to 
make you forfeit all your former dif@getion, and refolution, and ad- 
venture the (haking hands again with both 1n a kind of amity, like 
Herod-and Pilate, to work jointly, what prejudice you can to'the true 
heir of the heavenly kingdom ? are not you.the two diftindt branches 
of Antichrifts Kingdom, «refembled by the zron anid clay, that though 
you would never fo fain, yer cannot mixor piece up ®ogether, fo as 
to holdiong, but will clath and deftroy one another, and fo make 
way, by the moft wife providence of God, for the coming of the true 
heir over both your heads ?

and what the true ground is,thac all its moft (uccefsfully acquired Li- 
berey thould be ready to be complearly {walfowed up again into down- 
right heathentth Idolatry and prophanefs ? Where’s the man thar wil 
futher his underftanding to. be queftioned as any way faulty, that he 
eives no entertainment to a rightreport of thefe matters? All the 
heavy load muft be caftupon the relator, as but cloudily or not atall 
making out what he {peaks of, or that the matter of his meflage is at 
bottom no better then Popery ; yea it has been called masked Pope- 
ry,and publickly fet at dehance by a frequented Teacher in our Re- 
formed Congregations, as that whicd is.far lets to be tollerated by the 
Magiftrate then the open bare-fac’d Idolatries of Rome, What work. 
does 
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does the blind, ignorant zeal of the légalift make with the fpiritual 
mans Teltimony ? What ftupenduoufly falfe deduétions and conclu- 
fions do they form from it, awa then decry 1t.? The fun tifing is. not 
fo far diftant from its fall as umis deceafed believers Teftimany and 
Doctrine 1s from Popery: Fire is not more contrary to Water then 
his Doctrine to theirs: *Tis emazing to me, tothink which way fuch 
imaginations fhould-come into their crowns.

But will felf-confident man ever“ fuffer 
this to becom the Queftion, whether the faule lye in him, that he per- 
ceives not what ts (aia by the {piritnal watchman 2 By no meanes; {pe- 
cially 1f chis natural man be renewed, cleanfed, enlightened, adorned 
with excellent gifts and the tongue of men and angels, fo that. heis 
in one kind, wife, and {trong} and honourable in Chrift, a Prince at 
Working righteoufnels, reigning as a King, 1 Cer.

* They (faieshe) that dwell at Ferufalem, and their Rulers ,becaufe they 
knew not Chrift, nor yet the voices of the Prophets, which were read every 
Sabbath day, they have fulfilled them 1n condemning him.

His 
fecond coming, both in his Saints, (the true {piritual believer) and 
in his own perfon,is as fairly foretold in the New Tettament, in re- 
ference to-his reign, as his firft comingin the Hzfh was foretold in the 
old Teftament, in reference to his Sufferings, And of the two, men 
will be more fhort of gueffing right at the predi€tions that concern his 
fecond'coming, then thofe that concerned his. firft. Ir lies more re- 
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mote by farinall-the circumftances and things of it,from humane un-

Chrift makes this dealing of God with'men, the eround and mat- 
ter of afolemn thankfeiving to his Father, 2 rhank thee, O Father, 
Lord of heaven and earth, becaufe thou haft hid thefe things fromthe wife 
and pradent, and haft revealed them unto babes, Mat, 11.25. Aud x Cor, 
1.26. Not many wife men after the flefh, not many mighty,not many noble 
ave called, See the felf-confident reafonings of the femes sagaintt the 
reception of Chrilt or his Doétrine. The Officers that went to appré- 
hend Chritt, are affonifhed at hes doctrine, and dur? not lay hands on bim, 
What ( fay the Prielts and Pharifees thar fent them) have ye not 
brought him?

Have any of the Rulers or 
Pharifees believed on him > But this people that kuoweth not the Law are 
carfed.

hardly bear ? Will you pull outall our eyes ? will you flop our mouths 

with gags and handkerchiefs, becaufe you have no Law or Reafon to 

ftop them with ? Do you think the righteous man has no remedy left 

him ? The Lord ws in his Temple : his Throne w in heaven, Hts eyes 

behold his eyelids try the children of men. The wicked and him that loveth 

violence, his [oul hateth Upon the wicked he (hall rain {nares, fire and brim- 

flone, and an horrible tempeft, Pial. 1.4, 6. God angry with the wicke 

ed everyday. Ifhe turn not , he mill whet hws (word, he hath bent his bow, | 

and made-it ready. He ordeincth his arrows againft.the perfecutors. He 

hath prepared for them the infiruments of death, Their mnifchref {hall re- 

turn upon their own beads, and their violent dealing [hall come down upon 

their own pates, Plal. 7.9, 16. Is not here enqugh for you ? Ifyou 

perfift in your way, every fyllable of this will be accomplithed upon 

you. There’s no flying from God’s prefence or efcaping his hand. No 

vifGible confidencies, bulwarks, forts, armies,treafure, or whatever 

elfe,can fecure you from men, much lefs from angels, and much lefs 

yet from God, °7% afearfal thing to fall into the hands of the living God. 

He is the tranfcendently higheft over-ruling Maeiftrate of all. He is 

the great General of all the armies in heaven or eatth ; Angels, ftars, 
men,andallinferiour creatures, His hott of angels relieved Eli/haa- 

caintt the Syrians, The flars in thevr courfes fought aganf Sifera, Judg. 

5.20. Yea, to fhew thé contemptible folly of felf-exalting man,God 

can fo animate an army of frogs, locufts, lice or flies,as to appall the 

proudeft Tyrant, and make him buckle, and acknowledge that he has 

finned againft the Lordin abufing his people, and defire them to pray 

for his deliverance,as we fee over and over in Pharach’s cafe;Exod.8; 

9.10, How ft have rich and potent kings bim drage’d out’of all their 

vifible fupports, taken by force out of their ablelt troops and choifeft 

armies, and carried up and down to be laughed at by their enemies ? 

how many fignal inftances for this do we find in Fewifh, eAffyrian, 

Perfian, Greek,, Romane, Turkifh and other Hiftories, the Englifh not 

excepted. Queen Fezebe/ with all her pomp and retinue can’t fecure 

her body from being dogs meat.. Have you killed, and alfo taken pof- 
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feffion? Remember her. Remember Ahab. where dogs lick’d Na 
boths blood, they lick2d his, x King. 21, 19, and Chap. 22, 38. 

If any Magiltrates yet ftout it out in their cruel and oppreffive 
courfes, whereinfoeverthey deal proudly, God will-be above them, 
Exod, 18, 11, They are nothing in his hands. They are but little in 

~an Angels hands; Andnot mitch in man’s.> You were but little, you 
know,.in the hands of men, Thofe whom you have valiantly execu- 
ted after they had layne a good while in their graves, together with 
thofe whom you have killed and cut in pieces, fingle, were two hard 
for you when-they were alive and together. There is a generation a- 
mongft-us,oh how lofty are their eyes ? (Prov.30.13.) but what have 
they done ? The honelt party of England are (as twas once faid of Ger- 
many ) triumphed over but not conquered. Well, you have been but 
little in the hands of men, that’s undeniable, You are as hothing in 
the hands of an angel. You are accounted ws le{s than nothing to God. 
Efay 40,17, Waat may be performed upon you by the-anvifble 
ftrokes of angels, you may learn from what is recorded for your in- 
ftrugtion ; 1 Kings. 19. One hundred eight y five thoufand were flain by an 
angel in one ntght,in the camp of the Affyrians. Some prodigious alarms 
of their approach to undertake you,-on the behalf of betrayed, abufed 
Saints, have of late been given. 

What ever you have heard of in former times, as to the exploits of 
Angels in this.kind, you will find to.have been but type to what God 
will perform by thofe angelical hofts, in the latt dayes,; when all vifi- 
ble reliefs fail his praying People. 

See. (O. King ) the honeft and juftifiable boldnefs, plainnefs and 
freedom_of {peech;.that Dame/ and other, Prophets have ufed to oregt— 
er Monarch’s. O thon King, {aies Daniel to Belfhaxxar,. the mof} high 
God gave thy Father a Kingdon and glory and. honour. But when bis heart 
was lifted up, and hts mind hardned in pride, he-was depofed from his Ring. 
ly Throne, and they took hs glory from him. And thou, his Son, O Bel- 
fhaxzar, hafl not humbled thine heart, thou th thon kneweff all this . but 
haf lifted up thy felf- againft the Lord of heaven, and abufed ( hts Saints ) 
the Veffels of his houfe’; and the God-t2 whofe hand thy breath is and all 
thy wayes , haft-thow not glorified. Then be interprets ME NE 
DAES INT, to El PE AROS IN 3. Ged juak umabcen thy 
kingdom and firulked it,.ec. Dan. 5.18, 28. Daniel was.hi ghly honour= 
ed by the King for thus deal. Kg with him; vert. 29. 

See the commendable foutnefs. as wellas honeft boldnefs of Saints, 
in their conferences and parting-blows wich Kings. Pharash, ina 
fue, bid Mofes get him gone, and tare aie to hinrfelf, for in the day be 
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\ ‘faw his faceagain, be {bould die. Well, faies Mof2s, He fee thy face again 
no mre. Who had the worlton’c? The King would need Mofes nelp 
H before he the King’s. He had fent for him with all {peed before, ime 
and time, in feveral diftreffes, under the plagues that were upon him 
and his People. cAofes needed nothing that he could do,but that that 
would be done whether he would or no, J/raels deliverance from 
bondage. eAll thefe thy fervants, faies ALofes, {hall come and bow theme. 
felves to we, faying, Get thee out and all the people that follow thee; and 
£ willgo out : And be went out from Pharaoh ina great anger. Pharaol 
was wickedly and proudly angry and ftout, in ridding his hands of 
Moles sand Mofes was meekly and jultly angry and {tout in a refolved 
quitting of Pharaohs company, for ever, Exod, 10, 28, 29. and 
Chap. 11.8, The Oracles of God, delivered by AZofes, though ac- 
companied and ratified with miracles,were called by that vain King, 
vain or lying words, Exod. 5.9. Thofe Kings that will do as ‘Pharaoh 
did,refufe all Meflages from the Lord, delivered to them,fcoffe at and . 
perfecute the meffengers, muft look for Pharach’swages, and that, 
| difpenfed-to them from {uch a hand, as can tear them in pieces, fo as none 
can deliver. | 
Kings haveufually had a great antipathy to true Prophets, and | 
their meflages, but, bin very kind and friendly to falfe, Mattering Pro- 
phets, who {peak {mooth, pleafing things. About four hundred falfe 
Prophets, with one mouth, encourage Ahab to go to Ramoth-Gilead, a 
City of Ifrael, and recover it from the Syrian. They faw he hada 
mind to it, and they all prophefied fuccefs and Victory. At Feho(ha- 
phat the kitig of Judah's motion, CMichaiah, a true Pxophetis called : 
itm Ahab had no mind to him. J hate him (fares he ) for he does not : 
ufe to prophefie good concerning me but evils that is, did not ufe to : 
eratify his prefent humour and luft, as the others did. He deals truly - 
with Ahab. warnes him, that if he go, he dies fort; and fo it fell 
out. The falfe Prophets, no doubt, had incouraging rewards. Atr- 
chaiah’s recompente is a Prifon, and the bread and water of affii&tion. 
But the Kings following the pleafing counfel of the falfe Prophets 
was his ruine, and the liftening to Michaiah had been hie fafety. 
Who werethe Traitors, the four hundred falfe Prophets or the one 
true P 
The true Prophet and Subje& is handled as the Traitor, and the 
falf2 Traitors go- currant away with gratuities and favours, Why do 
not Kings confider fuch inftructing paterns? It highly concerns them, 
both in-point of honour and fafety,. 1 King. 22. : 
Nebuchadnezzar fets up a ftately piece of Popery,an Image of pole 
thirty - 
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thirty yards high. The Princes,Governours, Captaines, Judges, Trea- 
furers,Counfellours ,Shegifts,& all the Rulersiof Provinces, c.come 
to the dedication of it.A Herald folemnty proclaims, That when they 
hear the found of the Cornet, Flere, ( Organ ) Harp, Sackbut, Pfal- 
tery, Dulcimer, and all kinds of Mufick, they mutt all fal! down and 
warfhip the Image; and that thofe who refufe, are to be caltinto he 
midi of a burning fiery furnace. The generallity of the Governours 
‘and People obey the Decree. Shadrach, Mefhach and Abvednego, are 
traduced before the King, as Rebels and Hereticks, for flighting his 
Commands, not ferving his God’s, nor worfhiping the golden Jmage 
which he had fetup. The Kingina fury*fends for them, tells them 
he will try them once more, and if they refafe the fecond time, te 
the fiery Furnace'they go. They tell him, he need trouble himfelf no 
further about trying them, they are refolved whatto do. Weare not 
careful, O King, (Say they ) to anfwer thee inthis matter: God will de- 
liver wsout of thy hand, O King, Or if he mill not, yet be it kuown to thee 
O King, we will not ferve thy Gods nor worlhip thy golden Image. Then 
his fury is exercifed upon them for a while, till he fees their execu- 
tioners fall down dead upon the place, while they fcape. This quite 
turns his mind, and he makes a Decree, That if any (peak againft the 
God of Shadrach, Me{lach and Abednego, they (hall be cut in preces, and 
their houfes made a dunghil, becaufe there is no other God that can deliver 
afterthis fort, Dan. 3, Yetic appears not that Nebuchadnezzar him 
felf worfhipped this true Ged, or forfook his falfe.._ 

A while after we find him boafting and vaunting, asif there were 
no other God but he, Daz.4.30. Whata fickle thing is that Religion 
that depends upon the Magiftrates Decree ? 

Darius the Mede, when.he comes upon the Stage at Babylon, he is 
‘Hattered by his corrupt Courtiers to turn Pope, take upon him'o be 
the holy Father; all muft pray to him for thirty dayes, and notaska 
petition of any other God. If they did, they muft to the Lions den, 
Damelis charged with flighting the King and his Decree. The King 
fet himfelf to deliver him, bur could not. An Angel did, by ftopping 
the Lyons mouths, Then his accufers with their wives and children 
were caft to the Lyons, and were torn in pieces immediately, before 
they came to the bottom of the Den, Daz, 6. What looking-glaffes 
are here for Kings, to give them aim what-perfons to put moft 
value on, Idolatrous flattering Courtiers, that counfel them to their 
dammage and difherifon, or true Prophets and faithful Subjects that 
advife them for the fafety of their (Crown and Dignity. True, they 
Rxow 
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( 142) 
ksow not to give flattering titles to men ; for vm fo doing, thevr maker would 
foon take them away, Job. 32.22. They fear him more than men, 
Tis the true advantage. of Kings to be plainly deale. with by them. 
Flatterers ruine them. They are the Traitors, as has appeared in all 
ages. 

Believe it, Oye Rulers.and Judges, if. you go onat the rate you 
have begun, fhould all the Angels in heaven, and Menon earth, lay 
their underftandings together, to demonftrate the requifitenefs yea 
abfolute neceflity of having made a Parliamentary and popular de- 
fence againft {uch corrupt fticklers for prerogative and arbicrary do- 
mination, when got into armes, ( 4641..) ’Tis hard to imagine how 
rhey fhould mend that which your felves have given by your moft in- 

yurious and oppreffive practices, fince your return.. What fhould we 
mince the matter for? The world isalmoft atanend; The Devils 
rage 8 great becaufe he knows he has but a (hort time, 1c bighly*toncerns 
us to.deal plainly with one another, left that great deceiver of the 
Nations cozenus all. : 

If men doas wickedly as they can, and make a law that no body 
muft tell them of it; mult every. body therefore hold them peace, 
and let them go on? What can the Devildefiremore 2? Muft God 
and his Méffengers have no hearing with you ? -What do you ima- 
gine will become of you then? Will ye change Religion and the 
Laws, and muft no body dare to fay fo? But they will, you fee. 
Will you put out the eyes of all the good People of England? They 
have eyes and will ule them too, do what you can, as long as 
theirheads. are on. With thefe eyes they fee-clearer what you are 
about , then: (itmay be) you are aware. 
he Lord in the late War was a Rebuker of you all,in many pitch’d 
ds and a continued fertes of difappointments, for. many years to- 
er.

F you would but mend the nfatter-as to what this Nati- 

on felc when it. groaned under the Tyranny of your‘ apoftate 
Conqueror ,. this yet were fomething, Many of the fame perfons 
that he abufed and oppreffed, you have flain, and fo finithed his 
wotk: upon them, You fhould let the opprefled go free, eafe thofe 
heavy burdens chat he put upon the.People, and you encreale them, 
fo, thar the Nation languifhes under a general difcouragement, as to 
Trade and almoftievery thing elfe. 
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What work God will fuffer to be made by any inftreuments of cruel- 
ty amloneft us, that are profound tomake flaughter, though unit to 
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( 143 ) 
fight, he himfelf beft knows. But that God will fend deliverance 
inthe clofe, and preferve a remnant. in the {cramble, I am ae 
confident, as that there is a, God. that judgeth in the Earth 
who will make himlelf known by the Judgements which he will 
execute upon all wicked Oppofers of him and his People.. Free- 
ly I have received, and I freely give you fuch portion as the 


Scripture allots you. 


Yet fay not, (O Rulers ) there is no hope; we will there.

eAnd the Lord faid, Shall I hide from. Abraham that thing which 
I do, feeingthat Abraham {hall urely become a great and mighty 
Nation, and all the Nations of the Earth (hall be bleffed in him? 
For I know him, that he will command his children and his hou{bold 
after him, and they foall keep the way of the Lord, todo Fuftice 
and Judgement: that the Lord may bring upon Abraham, that 
_ which he hath [poke of him. 
V E have hete a defcription of God’s reafoning within his own 
mind, concerning the open-heartednefs he would ufe towards 
Abraham, whois called his Friend (//z. 41, 8.) for the eminency of 
his Faith, by which he was made one fpirit, and of one mind with the 
Lord, {o as he could inftantly furrender and perform whatever God 
called for from him, or required of him, however hard or contrary 
to the defiré, eye and reafonings of flefh and blood, 

The greateft tryal of his Faith, and the moft fignal manifeftation of 
it, was the offering up his only begotten fon, che fon of promife, of 
whom-it was faid, J {aac (hall thy [eed be called, 

This Typical Father of the Faichful, behaved himfelf but as a 


pilgrim and ftranger, even in the earthly Land of Promife, feeking yer . 


a better Country, a heavenly, Heb. 11. 12. He came off readily with 


this greateft offering of flefh acits beft,in his //zac,che figure of Chrifts 
offering ; fo, as by the transforming Baptifin of the Spirit, to crow up 
into a perfect harmony with the will of God, Rom, 12. 1, 2, Here- 
upon he is termed the Father of the Faithful; and hereby J/aac alfo 
became a Sox of the Refurrettion, as he was alfo before, in a fizure, 
Heb.11,12,8 19. as {pringing up from Abraham’s body and Sarah’s 
womb, when both of them were as good as dead. 

The prefent occafion admits no long infifting on this, being, toge- 
ther wich the: care he had of his Family, but the introduétory con- 
fideration with God (who revealeth his fecrets to his fervants the 
Prophets, Amos 3: 7. and them that Jee biw, Pfal.25. 14.) vie 
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difcoverine unto Abraham that exemplary vengeance he then refolyed 
to pour out upon Sodom and the neighbouring Cities, for their wicked. 
acise . ae 
eAbraham, by the offering up of Z/azac, did certainly-perform the 
choicelt, higheft, and moft acceptable Sactifice and Service that is 
required of God, or performable by the Faith of Gods Elect. Nothing 
was fo dear to him,as the Will of God ; and God thought nothing too 
much to give. him, He muft become a grearand mighty Nation ; yea, 
all the Nations of the Earth muft be bleffed in him. Moréover,he will 
not withhold his fecret counfels and refolutions from his friend Abras 
ham, If he incend to execute his Judgements in the Earth, he willun- 
bofom himfelf to Abraham. before-hand, and fo afford him the op- 
portunity of trying the utmoft that may be done by his interceffion, on 
behalf of che Generation amonoft'whom his lot was caft. The fervant 
knows not what his Lord is about to do; ‘but the Friend, the Son, all 
muft be.difcovered to him. The Friend will readily do what(oever 
the Lord commands, (Job. 15. 14, 15.) will follow the Lamb whi- 
therfoever he goes, ( Rew, 14.4.) therefore is the Lord willing to dif 
clofe to him, whatfoever he is going about to do. The Son that 
abideth in the houfe for ever, is open-handed, free and univerfal in his 
love and refignation of all he is or hath, unto God. and God is as 
freeand open-hearted unto him, knowing that he will make a right 
conftruction and improvement of his difcoveries, 

Obferve, firft, then ; That the life of Faith a the moff excellent 
life, and that thofe therefore that live by Faith in the higheft opera 
tion of st, ave of higheft efteem with God. 

This is apparant in Abraham's cafe, here beforeus. Hewasa Be- 
liever of the higheft rank, and'therefore che choice Friend of God, 
the Father of the Faithful, in whom all Nations are to be bleffed. He 
is thought fit for moft intimate bofom-familiarity and converfe with 
God. ’Iwas a more excellent operation of the Faith that faves, and 
is Erernal life in the Believer, which braham did experience and 
walk in; -in diftinQtion from, and fupetiority to, the ele& Angels, and 
an inferiour fore of everlaftingly faved Men, that fhall ftand about the 
Throne, on which brabam (wich others of his more fiblimated 
fpitit and higher participations of Chrift ) fall fit, as the Bride; the 
Lamb’s Wife. | ; 

From the fingular notice God here takes of «4braham, and the 
peculiar friendlinefs he fhews, in revealing to him alone, ( of all man- 
kind) his prefent intendment towards Sodom, 

Obferve, 
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Obferve, fecoadly, That ts Sed ne Duty, fo is it the creat Pri- 
viledge and advantage of Believers, highly to value, and carefully to 
smprove ‘Divine Difcovertes. : 
. Why did God thew this feeret to Abraham, more than to any man 
living, but becaufe of the fingular good ufe he knew Abraham would 
make of it? He knew he would inftru& and command his Childrea 
and Family after him, to keep the way of the Lord, aad to wor fhip 
him in Spirie and in Truth, though a Way, ‘by men called Heretic. 
God thinks he can never be open enough to a tryed Believer, a knowa 
Friend, : 

Ufe 1. How fhould this encourage us to give up all our Jfaaes to 
him, to do withus, and all we are or have, whatfoever pleafes him ? 
How willing fhould this render us, to have out Sacrifices faft bound 
to the horns of the Altar, with the chreefold cord of God’s love to us, 
man’s enmity to us, and our love to God ?- Whatever we furrender 
and part with, in obedience tothe Will of God, weare fure tO receive 
again with Ufury; to die, # gain. To lofe life, is the way to find, it 
eternally, A Believer draws forth the choiceft communicable Excel. 
leacies and bofom-fecrets of Chrift. God puts a great value upon 
eyery motion of his believing Friends. Much tribulation they meet 
with, in this Vale of tears; many affronts ‘and cruel mockings from 
' contradictious men ; yea, bonds, imprifonments and critel deaths. But 
the Lord ftands by them, to affift and cive them peace in the midft of 
all, to make them ftedfaft and unmoyable in the work of. the Lord, 
and in their fufferings for fuch work, He raifes in them, fuch ravifh- 
ments of joy, through the manifeftation of the clory that follows, that 
they chufe rather to be tortured and flain, than to accept of deliver= 
ance, in order to obrain a better refurre&tion, than their deliverance 
from prifons and death, would-amount unto. They abide ftedfaftly 
with God, unto a temporary death ; and he then fers upon their heads, 
the Crown of eternal life. Confider . was not Chrift, the great Ca p= 
tain of our Salvation,made perfe& through fufferings ? did not he pafs 
this wayco the Crown,and muft not he that will live codly, fuffer perfe- 
cution,and through much tribulation enter into the Kingdom of God? 

The Apoftle bids us confider Chrilt, who quietly endured fach con- 
tradittion of finners, ag ainft himfelf, left we be wearied and faint 12 
our minds, 1am now going, through the grace of God, to refift man 
unto blood, as knowing that I ought to obey God rather than meu. 
I am ready to follow the Lord whitherfoever he goes and calls me af- 
cerhim. Keftaflired of this; However difmal and {ad the Believers 
Fd work 
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work and cofiditioh appears to men, God will sive ¢ befides a holy 
triumph of rejoyeing in the way) an expected end ; an end, that will 
anfwer, and over-anfwer all the defires and expectations of his foul. 
Whoever is able throughout to mark the perfect man, and to behold 
the upright in heart, will find that the end of that man w peace: fuch 
peace, and fosiven, not as the world giveth, but fo, as no man can 
take ic from him, 

ObjeGtion, But what peace is this,Believers. have? Is it not their 
vfual lot here’,to be delivered into the hands of finners ? doth not God 
permit the men of this world, the inhabitants of the earth, to trample 
upon and infalt over them? yea, even to ride over their heads, (Pfal. 
66.12.) (o that they are forced to lay their bodies as the ground and 
athe (heet, to their oppreffors that go over them, Ifa.

sAnfw. To thisIanfwer. Thus Chrift himfelf was ferved ; and 
therefore {all this notwithftanding) they may have peace; Yea, they 
have the only true peace, which paffeth underftanding. Inthe midft 
of aJl che tumultuous confufions and infurrections of the workers of 
iniquity again{t them, they haye a fteady compofure,and un-interrup- 
ted ferenity of mind, through an unfhaken fubmiffion to, acquiefcence 
in, and conformity to the will of Ged, in all occurrences. In the 
oreareft ftorms, the fharpeft and molt fiery tryals that can befal them; - 
when they fee the flames of'man’s wrath, the floods of Belial (or wic- 
Ked men) devouring on al] hands, and overwhelming all confidera- 
tions or appearances of true outward peace, equity or order, they 
have the inward peace and joy unfpeakable and glorious, which fuch 
ftrangers cannot intermeddle with or interrupt. A  perfeét calmnefs 
and ferenity, both in fpirit and outward deportment, may be the Be- 
lievers portion and ornament, in fuch a feafon, and fuch circumftances, 
when the vileft of men are exalted, and the wicked walk_on every fide.

4.7. Be as circum{pect and ciarious as you can in thefe heavenly orna- 
nents, watching alwayes to calt and keep our every thing that de- 
files, that you may poffefs your veffels in fanthfication and honour, as 
becomes the temples of the holy Ghoft, glorifying God with your bodies 
and with your {pirits, which are hu. After this manner, holy women 
that trufted in.God, did in old time adorn themfelyes, whofe daugh- 
ters ye are fo long as y¢ do well, and you will find no need to be afraid 
with anyamazement,; For, ( keeping alwayes by this means, a good 
conf{cience, void of of ence towards God and towards man) when men 
fall [peak, evil of you, as. of evil doers, the (hame {hall be their own : 
It will appear, ’cis only your chafte and good converfation in Chrift, 
they perfecuce andaccufe you for, This is the ground of all their ma- 
lice and reproaches. Chrift hath chofen you out of the world; be ys 
followers of him out of it, in che peculiar diftinguifhing {pirit and con- 
verfation of pilgrims and {trangers. But then know, the inhabitants of 
the earth will hate you. Let this common lot and portion of Believers 
from this world, be expected by you, and rendred familiar to you, 
that when you come indeed more eminently under the experiences of 
it, you. may not look upon it asany new, flrange, or unufual thing, 
that happens to you above all other Believers, But, when fuch things 
come to pafs, rejoyce, iz as much as ye are made partakers of Chrifts 
fefferings, that when his glory {hall be revealed, ye may be glad allo, 
with exceeding joy. If ye be reproached for the Name of Chrift, ifye 
fuffer for Kighteoufne/s fake, happy are ye ; for the Spirit of Glory 
and of God resteth uponjou, Be ye not therefore afraid of their ter- 
rour, neither be you troubled, but fanttifie the Lord God in your 
hearts, by your fpedfastne{s and boldnefs. It may be ready to ftartle 
you, to fee a Believer thus handled as you fee me now, to end his 
: mortal 
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mortal dayes by the hands of ialence, though not withour the free 
and willing furrender of his Life, in compliance with the divine hand: 
and dererminate counfel of God, herein, © This is the way whigh the 
Lord himfelf, the great Caprain of our Salvation, went before usin. . 
Let not this way of the Lord be evil {poken of by you. Let not the 
Jea{t prejudice or thought arife in your hearts againft it, on this occa. 
fion; but rather let it ferve for the increafe and ftrengthnine of your 
Faich, as it ought. 

Ufe. 3.. That which hath been faid and obferved concerning 
eAbraham, (as to God’s taking. fuch peculiar notice of him, and 
making fuch peculiar difcoveries of his fecrets to him ) fhould ferye 
to inftru&, inform and mind us of the gteat benefits and olorious ad- 
Vantages attainable for. us, by abiding and increafing in the {piric and 
faith of our father Abraham, ‘It will meet with glorious Returns from 
God. The Spirit of Glory will reft upon fuch, as do thus improve the 
example of Abraham, The fecrets of the Lord are with them that 
fear him : The Angels of che Lord encamp round about them, and 
deliver them yet, not alwayes froma violent death, by the hands of 
men, Chrifthimflf, would not imploy the Angels in this fervice, 
though he could have had more than twelve legions of them for his 
refcue, athisdefire, The followers of Chrift then, are not altogether 
delivered from death, but from the fear, the fting, the power of 
death, and fo are made to conquer and ttiumph over death it felf,

others, and build “pone another in the fame moff holy Faith ; which 
charge is alfo implyed and fuppofed to have been infifted on, and 
with: all earnefinefs prefled upon: them, as being unfpeakably moft 
carefull and conterned in the propagating of his believing Seed to the 
worldsend. Thus Abraham alfo, (as others in like cafe) will have 

his great pesfonal advantage, by thie bountiful communicating “i ine 
‘ ling

filling che fpiritual and heatenly Dosti of the Gofpel, -into the 
hearts of as many as hecan, {preading abroad amonoft others, the 
precious favour of thar grace of God, that he had fo plentifully been 
enriched with, and tafted of, in his own experiences all-along. 

This heavénly Life and marvellous Light of the Faith of the Son of 
God, is of thac nature, that the more it is diffufed by way of commu- 
nication unto others, the more it encreafes in the Difpenfer thefeof,” 
redouading to his advantage,as well as theirs that receive it. The fruic 
of his doings ( Jer. 17. 10.) {pring up from fuch foundations of Ho- 
linefs, as by his inftruétion were minilterially laid; The works that 
naturally flow from that Doétrine, follow them, after they are gone 
hence; Rev.14.13. The Church inthe Camticles ( chap. 7. 1.) 1s 
defcribed by him that belt: knew her temper, to be of this noble, _ 
princely, communicative difpofition. Freely ye have received, freely 





give, fayes Chrift ; and by giving, they receive more abundance. The 


fruit of fuch labours will be reckoned on their account. This is-a great 
encouragement for men to abound in the work of the Lord, foraf- 
much as they know, that their labour is not in vain in the Lord, 
uCor. 15. 58. | 

Let it be your conftant care then, to multiply fuch fruits as may 
abound to both our accounts, in purfuance and imitation of chat Faich 
which by word and deed ye have heard and feen in me, all the time 
that God hath pleafed to continue me with you. Jc will be both yours 
and my great gaia, if you be careful to glorifie your heavenly Father, 
an{werably to the many feafonable inftruétions, directed to you in the 
Word of the Lord, by my Miniftry. 

This was Abraham’s faith, way, life and praétice, who being dead 


syet.{peaketh co the whole Family of Faith, throughout the whole 


world, unto this day. 

While he was prefent with his Family, he taught them in word and 
deed, by what he faid in his Miniftry, and by what he dfd, inall 
other holy converfation and godlinefs. 

Firft, by the things he did, as a pattern of Faith, Holinefs and So- 
briety, in his converfation ; and then by what he-faid, in giving daily 
inftruGtions to them, to follow his {teps, walk honeftly,as in the day, 
in the Spiric, worthy of God, by the fame Rule they obferved him to 
walk. For they ought fo to walk, even as he walked, abiding in bi 
words, 1 Joh, 2.6. Thus Abrabam’s Family had_ his pattern and in- 
firuStion in the Faith of God’s Elect, for their direGtion, while he was 
converfant amonoft chem. 

Secondly, 
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Secondly, He gave forth command, and inftru@ted them in the 
Name of the Lord, that when he, their believing Father, fhould be 


gone from them into a more exalted ftate of life,(to them invifible and | 


undifcernable, as to any further perfonal converfe with him an his for= 
mer way ) they fhould be as careful fill, as ever, to walk in the Reps 
of his Faith, bringing forth the fruits thereof unto holinefs , if nor 
more than ever before, while he was with them... Chrift himéelf, the 
moft true aad abfolute Father of the Faithful, took this courfe:a little 
before his death . gaye that large and moft admirably fignificant In- 
frudtion to his Dilciples, recorded in the 13, 14, 15, 16,and 17 
Chapters of .Fobx , to ftrengthen and eftablith their hearts in the 
prefent Truch they had been caught and were poflefied of (whar- 
ever hatred, perfecution, or cio[s blows they fhould meet with from 
the world ) as alfo to beget in them an affured expectation of his 
Return to them in a more excellent way of converfe, than ever they 
yet experienced. On thisaccount, he told them (that how fad and 
troubled foeyer they may be, through miftake of his departure, and 
of the {harp and bitter.way of it) it was expedient, even for them 
as well as for himfclf,that he fhould go away, forafmuch as he would 
then return to chem, ina more excellent eftace, a better Comforter, a 
better Counfellor, thac would tell them more excellent things, things 
they:could not.yet bear, to che fulfilling: of their joy. | 
tse: Let me chen dire& unto you. a word of Exhortation, by the 
example of Abraham and Chrift himfelf, in my prefent circumftances, 
in the near approach of my diffolution and parting wich you, Be not 
difheartned in the way of the Lord, “be not difcouraged in the way 
Thavegone before you in, and am yet going, drawing near now to 
the:finifhing of my courfe with joy, The God of Heaven hath fet his 
feal to it in my heart, that it is the very way of Truth, the choiceft 
and beft way you can go : the way, chat not only will have the moft 
comfortable clofe, by ending in everlatting joy, but that hath al@ 
the moft folid foundation of: inward reyoycing, allzalong attending ir, 
evenun:this world... Though there be forrow and death to the fefh 
unthisway, there is lifeand joy inthe Spirit, ‘The Believer, the true 
{pititual Circumcifion rejoyces in Chrift Jefus, having no confidence in 
the flefh, nor mattering much how ic goes with that: So he may 
Win Chrift; and know him in the power of his Refurre@ion, he is wails 
Jing:alfoito know him in the fellow thip of his Sufferings, and in being 
piade conformable unto thisdeath. ‘There ts no other way to the eter- 
Nal-Crowne Lf werfufer with him, ( who before Pumius Pilates

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witneffed a good Confeffion, 1 Tim. 6. 13.°) we (ball alfo reign with 
him: \f we deny Him and his Caufe before men,through fear of them
